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THE DANGER WITHIN 

When Congress endorsed the 
lend-lease bill, it placed all the re- 
sources of this nation behind 
those other nations which are vali- 
antly fighting for their very exis- 
tence against the dictators. The 
lend-lease bill is America's emp- 
hatic answer to the liberty-des- 
troying gospel of totalitarianism. 

Now is the time for all Ameri- 
cans to do a little down-to-earth 
thinking. 

Our government has taken the 
position that democracy and dic- 
tatorship cannot live together 
There cannot be, in other words, a 
world which Is half slave and half 
free. There is no doubt in any 
thinking man's mind that this is a 
battle to the finish. In that battle, 
the potentially vast Industrial pro- 
duction of America will be used to 
the limit. Tyranny again stalks 
half the earth, and we are commit- 
ted to help stamp it out. There 
can be no question but what the 
great majority of the American 
people, with their heritage of free- 
dom and their hate of despotism, 
support their government in this 
immense endeavor without quali- 
fications. 

But our people will make a great 
and perhaps irretrievable mistate 
if they become so absorbe|fWth 
events abroad that they lose sight 
of events at home which are part 
and parcel ofl the totalitarian, not 
the democratic pattern of life. 

The essential principles of total 
government are) well known. They 
involve absolute governmental 
control over individuals and indus- 
tries. In many instances, govern- 
ment owns arid operates industry; 
in all cases management is but the 
voice of the clique in power, with- 
out influence or the right of pro- 
test. Civil liberties are abrogat- 
ed. All power is vested in govern- 
ment, and government makes all 
the decisions. 
We have not surrendered pur

increase and spread of tuber- 
culosis.

thirteen billion dollars wrong. 
This sum is owing us from our al- 
lies of 25 years age/ It will have 
"to be met by taxationrlh' the fu- 
ture", or be repudiated at home as 
it has been abroad. 

We have just voted another 
seven billions of credit to our al- 
lies in World War No. 2. Will it 
be repaid? Why, of course. Absolu- 
tely. Who says so? Mr. Roosevelt. 
He said, "For what we send abroad 
we shall be repaid, within a rea- 
sonable time following the close of 
hostilities." See his message to 
Congress, January 6, 1941. 

"The King is a great magician, 
for his dominion extends to the 
minds of his subjects;- he makes 
them think what he wishes^Sq, 
it was said-of-oidrtiffie. 

I am not now questioning the 
wisdom of the seven billions. I do 
question the wisdom of fooling the 
American people. To fool them is 
to break down faith in our demo- 
cracy. It is worse to lose faith 
than to lose money. And you can't 
fool all the people all the time. 
Time and the people catch up 
with mayors, governors, presidents 
and dictators. No one has ever 
escaped their final -audit. 
Today, under the cry of unity 



It is wrong. There should be cri- 
ticism, and it should be welcomed, 
riot rebuffed. Britain and Italy 
have found that out. If there had 
been criticism of their war pre T 
parations two and five years ago 
they would be better off today. 
We, too. 

Everything, good or bad, now 
hides behind "national defense". 
In Michigan, for example, school 
commissioners are asking for a 
salary boost on the ground of "na- 
tional defense." How can our 
democracy protect itself from 
slogans and political snake oil? 
You could not sell wooden nut- 
megs to the men who founded this 
Republic. Can we save it now — 
with arms alone? Or only by 
breeding more men and fewer 
mice? 

But I was speaking of debt. An 
irritating subject. Scarcely men- 
tioned in polite circles. But whe- 
ther we talk of debt, debt will talk 
to us. 

The other day the Uriited States 
filed suit to garnishee the cash 
value of a man's life insurance po- 
licy — the last thing he had on 
earth. Government debt spoke to 
that man with a loud voice. He 
owed the government and could 
not pay. So the government proce- 
eded to strip him of his last penny. 
No one gets anywhere talking 
about billions. But we do under- 
stand city debts and bond issues. 
So let us prorate the federal debt. 
down to a typical city j>f 10,000 
jMpulation lrke South Bend, In- 
diana; Utica, New York; Duluth, 
Minnesota ; Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia; Peoria, Illinois; Somerville, 
Massachusetts; Charlotte, North 
Carolina; or El Paso, Texas. These 
eight cities, all of them, owe to- 
gether $45,516,000 ,of municipal 
debt. 

In 1942 it is estimated that the 
Federal debt will reach $65 bil- 
lions. That will amount, per cap- 
ita, to $494.65. Per family of four, 
to $1978^60. Per town of 10,000 
$4,946,530. Per city of 100,000,

DEAN HODGES 



The vast majority of the people of this 
community take a great interest in the prog- 
ress of the Norfolk William & Mary College-. 
This interest is taken by the populace as m 
whole through civic pride in having such an 
institution located in its midst. However, 
the primary interest lies among those per- 
sons who have children to educate. It has 
afforded, does now afford and will continue 
to afford an opportunity to a large number of 
youths of the community to obtain to some 
extent a higher education which otherwise 
they would not have been able to procure had 
it not been for the establishment of this insti- 
tution. The scope of these opportunities 
have gradually grown since the initial bow 
of the college in the community and has now 
every prospect that this scope will continue 
to grow to greater heights. The major 
developments and the greatest growth of the 
college has been under the guidance of Dr. 
William T. Hodges, Dean of the College, dur- 
ing the past eight years in which he has 
acted as its administrative head under the 
supervision of the officials of the mother col- 
lege. Whatever may have been the in- 
fluences of those officials the continued driv- 
ing efforts of Dean Hodges havebeen the 
main contributing factors to tfee^pagnsion 
Nand development of the local institution ahd 
fits sincere efforts have on all occasions been 
sanctioned and testimonials have been given 
to this effect by the controlling officials. In 
spite of these facts out of a clear sky comes 
a request that Dean Hodges tender his re- 
signation. This request was made by the 
president of the College and made without 
explanation. > 

Dean Hodges has had an umblemished 
record, insofar as we have been able to as- 
certain, of forty years as a college professor 
including his time as Dean at the mother 
college and at the local branch. Since his 
residence in this community, he has been ac- 
tive in all civic affairs and has been unfailing 
in any activity of consequence. With such a 
record it is believed that some plausible ex- 
planation should be assigned with the request 
for his resignation. 

John Stewart Bryan, president of the 
college of William and Mary is an outstand- 
ing and highly respected citizen of the State 
and usually does not act on matters of im- 
portance without assigning some reason 
therefor. However, in this case, a life's 
work and future career of a man of a so far 
unmarred record is at stake in the public eye 
without explanation which is believed to be 
unjust to the individual and the public which 
he serves*. 

It is recognized that at one time one could 
and even now partially can under the so-call- 
ed Labor Relations Act dispose of the services 
of an employee in his privately owned busi- 
ness without giving explanation. However, 
the William and Mary College with its branch 
I institutions are State supported ; that is they 
are maintained by the taxpayers and those 
employed therein are in reality public serv- 
ants. Dean Hodges therefore is an employee 
of these taxpayers. Mr. Bryan as president 
of the college subservient to the taxpayers 
and these taxpayers particularly those of 
whom Dean Hodges is serving are wholly 
satisfied or apparently satisfied and there- 
fore, it is felt that they are entitled to an ex- 
planation from the president for his action 
, in requesting the resignation of the Dean 
other than the crepitated remark that it was 
"An administrative matter and not one to be 
tried in the newspapers." 

Many of us, even the ablest are at times 
.prone to express ourselves in crepitated 
terms without first making a. thorough 
analysis of the thought or what it may pos- 
sibly convey to the. laity. To this we give 
credence to Mr. Bryan in releasing his terse 
statement in reference to his action in re- 
questing this resignation. 

We believe that the American Press as a 
whole and more particularly the reputable 
newspapers which include the"vast majority 
have and do attempt' to place the fV' f .s of any 
matter before the public in an : test and 
sincere manner and st no time ha\ v. endeavor- 
ed to pre-try or pre- judge any matters 
of public interest as ^frrBryan has attempted 
to infer by innuendo. Had any such infer- 
ences of mistrust of the press e-mtinated^from 
any other source it is believed that the Rielv 
mond News Leader, with its owner. Mr. 
Bryan, and its most illustrious editor, Doug- 
las Freeman, would have been the first to

KABLOONA 

KABLOONA, by Gontran de 
Poncins, is a study or the Eskimos 
of the Canadian Arctic. (Kabloonai 
is the Eskimo word for "white 
man"). Early in 1938, de Poncins 
became aware of a restlessness 
which he diagnosed as "a subcon- 
scious and urgent need to go into 
the Arctic and live with a primi- 
tive people." And so he went— and 
for two years lived among the 
Eskimos. 

It was no easy task for de Pon- 
cins to keep his personal identity, 
or his sanity, in the midst of a 
people and a way of life complete- 
ly removed from and alien to civil- 
ized life. He had entered the Ice 
Age! To live there was to embrace 
a life of many thousands of years 
ago. And in so doing, he paid at 
every turn a heavy penalty in 
mental as well as physical anguish. 
But he stayed on. 

His first ordeal was the almost 
unbelievable swinishness of the 
Eskimo's domestic life. It is barely 
a hint to say that hogs live per- 
haps more respectably! He noted 
that it seemed to make no differ- 
ence whether the fish they ate

It was also announced that the 
50 million dollar collection owned 
by Joseph E Widener of Philad- 
elphia would be given to the Na- 
tional Gallery eventually, and that 
other valuable donations were in. 
prospect. 

This great collection of art trea- 
sures will be open free to the pub- 
lic every day in the year, except 
Christmas and New Year's Day. 
The gallery will be open from 10 
to 5 on week days and from 2 to 5 
on Sundays. 

The Mellon and Kress collection 
contain a total of 501 paintings 
and 44 sculptures, but occupy only 
a small portion of the vast marble 
building, which has four acres of 
exhibition space. 

In giving this splendid edifice 
and art collection to the people 
of the United States, Mr. Mellon 
stipulated that it should not bear 
his name, but that it should be 
known simply as the National Gal- 
lery of Art. His name will inevi- 
tably be associated with it, how- 
ever, in the minds of his country- 
men for generations to come.

Labor unions today are 
amassing huge resources, often at 
the expense of the membership. 
That in itself is their privilege, 
but it is not within their rights to 
force every workman to become a 
member of the union and to pay 
whatever dugs it exacts for the 
privilege of obtaining employment. 
We recognize the rights of labor, 
to bargain collectively, to strike 
for obtaining reasonable, fair and 
just working conditions, but we do 
not recognize their right to con- 
trol the privilege of the individual 
to obtain employment. By the 
same token capital must meet la- 
bor on an even basis to make the 
very best working conditions pos- 
sible. A 

Let it also be said that agricul- 
ture has its rights, too. The rural 
youth of today fully understand 
that they are taking their part in 
the complex system of national 
advancement. They are serious 
about their part, and patriotically 
are ready and willing to do their 
job. The future of America is to be 
found in rural America and we feel 
certain that the spirit of rural 
American youth will win a place 
in the heart of the- nation and will 
write a praiseworthy page of his- 
tory in the coming generation.

The Fuehrer cannot find any evi- 
dence for his jaundiced view ex- 
cept a remark that Germany must 
be destroyed which Gen. Robert E. 
Wood attributed to Winston 
Churchill in 1936. Mr. Churchill 
then was in opposition, so much in 
opposition, in fact, that he was a 
voice crying out in the wilderness. 
To give him any responsibility for 
the views of the British govern r 
ment at that time would be equi- 
valent to attaching a responsibility 
for the New Deal to Mr. Landon's 
views about the bankers in 1933. 
The real Nazi tune is heard in the 
Nazi marching song "Today we 
own Germany, tomorrow the 
whole world," not in the latter- 
day Hitler speeches,.

Even though 
crushed and beaten, if the opposi- 
tion they may inflict shall contri- 
bute to the downfall of their 
would-be masters, they willingly 
accept the lash. If they are to live, 
they shall live as fcee men.

An independent Yugoslavia can- 
not be tolerated by the Axis Pow- 
ers. With the conglomerate nation 
of South Slavs in their camp, the 
dictators will have under orders 
all of Europe except the contin- 
ental protrusions that form 
Greece, the bit of Turkey in Eur- 
ope, Sweden and Portugal. Strate- 
gically Switzerland is- isolated on 
her mountain peaks and does not 
count. Without Yugoslavia under 
Axis domination, the eastern 
coastline of the Adriatic, a section 
' of the Italian border, much of 

Germany's southeastern border 
and all her Balkan dependencies 
are exposed. 

The Yugoslav border adjoining 
Macedonia provides a high road 
for invasion of Greece and, like- 
wise, an approach for an Allied 
offensive against the Axis. Both 
these considerations make it im- 
^^JjA perative for the Axis to bring 



Yet" there are some difference¥ 
in the position, the make-up and 
the power of Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia that may temper Nazi treat- 
ment of the Yugoslavs. One is the 
Yugoslav army, doubtless the best 
in the Balkans; Yugoslavia was a 
creature of the World War settle- 
ment; as such it was permitted to 
develop a military establishment 
over many years, whereas Bul- 
garia, one of Imperial Germany's 
allies, was not so favored. Another 
difference is in the population of 
the two States, Yugoslavia's being 
about twice the Sfze of Bulgaria's. 

The Nazis must try to control 
the Balkans without disrupting 
the area as a supply source for 
Germany. In Yugoslavia they will 
have to avoid measures that wbuld 
produce internal dissension among 
Serbs. Croats and Slovenes who 
rrgard Germany with varying de- 
4Hees of affection or lack of it. 
The Serbs particularly would be- 
come dangerous should Yugo- I 
slavia, in which they are a domi- 
nating element, be humiliated by 
a foreign power. There is a strain 
of the romantic in this people that 
is not calculable by ordinary poli- 
tical formulas. 

And again there is Russia. 
Reichsfuhrer Hitler is now walk- 
ing on ground sacred to the 
great Slav brotherhood; at 
each new trespess he must tread 
more lightly. Russia may be only 
a question mark, but question 
marks become more irksome as 
one's x risks become greater. It is 
possible that Moscow's rebuke to 
Bulgaria for accepting a silent 
partnership in the Axis has help- 
ed Yugoslavia at least to postpone 
outright capitulation. Even Berlin,

Cotton Growers 
Can Get Stamps 
For Reductions 



Virginia farmers who voluntari- 
ly reduce their cotton acreage in 
1941 will receive their share Of 
$25,000,000 in Federal cotton 
stamps exchangeable in retail 
stores for any merchandise made 
entirely of cotton grown and 
manufactured in the United 
States, S. K. Cassell, state AAA 
executive officer, said today. 

Cotton piece goods, women's 
dresses and housecoats, men's 
shirts and pants, children's and 
infants' clothes, sheets, blankets, 
other household goods, work 
gloves, and stockings, are but a 
few of the articles cotton farmers 
can buy with the stamps. 

"More cotton goods in use by 
farm families instead of more raw 
cotton for' warehouses already 
bulging with stored cotton, will re- 
sult from successful operation of 
the new supplementary cotton 
program," he said. 

"With many export markets for 
cotton closed, and with Govern- 
ment stores of cotton approaching 
12 million bales, the Department 
of Agriculture has developed a 
plan designed to increase the do- 
mestic use of cotton which at the 
same time maintains conservation 
and parity benefits under the 
AAA. 

"Under the new program, a 
farmer who voluntarily reduces his 
acreage below the 1941 allotment, 
or the 1940 measured acreage, 
whichever is smaller, will receive 
cotton stamps up to $25 at the

The important point is that the new labor laws were passed 
for the purpose of preventing and stopping strikes and lockouts, and 
for the adjustment of industrial relations — through collective bargain- 
ing conducted by the executives of the industries and selected repre- 
sentatives of organized labor. 

At the present time, Congress is completing a series of extra- 
ordinary legislation that is generally recognized as the National De- 
fense Program. There has been a great show of political unity and 
everything indicates that the country at large approves of the unusual 
laws which have ibeen passed as "emergencies." There has been no 
criticism of the way in which contracts have been let by the Govern- 
ment to business institutions, because all questions of costs, including 
wages and hours, have been surveyed in order to protect the Govern- 
ment from over-paying contractors. These arrangements have in- 
cluded wages to employes based upon the Wage and Hour Act. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the United States has always 
boasted about the loyalty of its workers and its so-called "common 
people" here have been unprecedented outbreaks of strikes. Before 
the defense factories had fairly gotten under way the War Depart- 
ment estimated that more than one million man-days of work had 
been lost by strikes in the first three months. Those figures represent 
only a fraction of the tragedy that has been taking place in Bethle- 
hem, Milwaukee, and many other industrial centers. 

Congressmen seem to be as puzzled as other folks. While 
there is a disposition in Washington to remain calm and keep cool, 
the strike situation is nevertheless regarded as a menace to expecta-

Last year the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, asked the co- 
operation of the Commission of 
Fisheries in the collecting of shad, 
scales and length measurements, 
in Tidewater Virginia. The Com- 
mission of Fisheries, in turn, re- 
quested the cooperation of the fol- 
lowing inspectors in carrying out 
the program: A. E. Ewell, J. B. 
Bush, P. T. Martin, J. F. Garrow, 
Joseph White, L. M. Callis, M. H. 
Hogg, W. E. Shackelford R. J. 
Brooks, C. L. Thompson, R. L. 
Jones, W. S. James, W. N. Gre- 
sham. R. H. Beale, W. C. Allen, 
J. C. Lewis, and J. T. Meyer. These 
inspectors gave very valuable as- 
sistance to the Middle Atlantic 
Fisheries' Investigation and some, 
if not all, will be asked to lend 
their aid again this year. The ob- 
ject of the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service's investigation was to study 
the length measurements . and 
scale samples collected by the 
various inspectors. They found 
that under a microscope, fish 
scales are almost as distinctive as 
fingerprints. Scales taken from 
shad hatched in the same stream 
will resemble one another closely, 
but scales taken from shad hatch- 
ed in different streams look dif- 
ferent. Scales of Potomac River 
shad are different from scales of 
James River shad, as are James 
River shad different, from Sus- 
quehanna" River shad. These dif- 
ferences make it possible for the 
biologists to test for which streams 
shad were bound, .even while they 
are still in open water. Every time 
a shad spawns, a distinctive mark 
appears on its scales. If a shad has 
spawned once, there is one mark 
on its scale, if it has spawned 
twice there are two marks on each 
of its scales, et cetera. 

Each year, for 40 years, fewer 
shad have been allowed to spawn, 
and so the natural run of these 
fish has decreased. It will take a 
number of years for this fishery to 
recover and the catches restored 
to their former abundance. Dur- 
ing the course of this recovery it 
is imperative that a careful watch 
be kept on the progress of recovery 
for all streams where there are 
shad. The fishermen need to 
know how fast each stream is re- 
covering and need to know imme- 
diately if any stream is showing 
the downward tendency, in order 
that they can make appropriate 
adjustments. Th$ tagging of shad 
by the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the study of scales 
and measurements will result in a 
real service for the fishermen and 
will, no doubt, enable the fisher- 
men of Tidewater to reap untold 
benefits in years to come. 
Areas To Be Opened For Tonging 
Oysters 

The Commission, at its regular 
monthly meeting held on March 
26th, ordered that Brown's Shoals 
and Elizabeth River restricted 
areas be opened for tonging oys- 
crs on May 1. 1941 and closed on 
June 15, 1941.

direction. We have, for instance, 
permitted government to go into 
business, In direct competition 
with its citizens. We have created 
bureaus by the dozen— each with 
new powers, each tending to be 
eiver-perpetuatmg, each exerting 
its influence in fields that once 
were the province of private enter- 
prise. We have carried regulation 
of industry, in many instances, to 
so great an extreme that to all in- 
tents and purposes the govern- 
ment is the manager, directing 
head and final court of appeal. 
There never was a time in Ameri- 
can history when politics and gov- 
ernment played so great a role in 
our lives. 

It is true that in times of crisis 
government must be given certain 
emergency powers. It is equally! 
true that these powers should au- 
tomatically end when the emerg- 
ency ends. If we prize democracy, 
no new power should be given to 
government, which is not absolute- 
ly necessary. There can be no ex- 
cuse whatsoever for the entry of 
government into business so iong 
as private initiative, backed wUh 
private money, can do the job. 
Statistics show that, given a rea- 
sonable chance to expand, private 
enterprise can meet defense no 
less than normal demands. 

To sum up, we have passed a 
bill giving the President unprece-

EGGS — Egg production for rest 
oi 1940 and first half of 1941 Is 
expected to be less than a year 
earlier, and with larger consum- 
er incomes in prospect, higher 
prices are expected. 

DAIRY — Despite unusually 
heavy production of milk, dairy 
prices have increased and the rise 
is expected to continue, for'the re- 
mainder of the year. Prices dur- 
ing the winter should average 
higher than in the winter of 1939- 
40. Exports of dairy products are 
expected to be much larger this 
winter.

Ownership Important 
To Average Man 

The importance of owning prop- 
erty to the average man and the 
degree of sacrifice he will make to 
retain the property are substantial 
supports in the maintenance of a 
sound home-investment market. 

This importance is attached 
more to the owner who occupies 
his home than to an investor or a 
speculator, whose motives deserve 
separate analysis. 

Most borrowers will subject 
themselves to more sacrifices in 
the maintenance of a home than 
in any other obligation, according 
to the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tratis. 

Sentiment Involved 

A home is an investment that 
involves more than dollars and 
cents, that agency points out, and 
since it has sentimental attach- 
ments it cannot be measured en- 
tirely with money. These send, 
mental attachments may vary. For 
example, it may be the family 
homestead 9 , or the property may 
represent the borrower's first in- 
vestment. 

The architecture and design may 
have a particular appeal or the 
advantages offered to the location 
of the property may include his- 
torical significance, early associa- 
tions, proximity of relatives or 
friends, desirable social environ- 
ment, or accessibility to daily nec- 
essities and conveniences.

In analyzing the degree of im- 
portance a property may hold for 
an owner, the^FHA believes it rea- 
sonable to suppose that he will 
attach more importance and un- 
dergo greater sacrifice for a home 
used as a permanent residence 
than he will for a temporary 
shelter used only during certain 
periods of the year.

Played for Presidents 

Older than jthe National Capi- 
tal, the United States Marine 
Band can glimpse back over its 
stirring history of more than 
seven score years. — — — - 

Established to 1798. the band 
was already two years old When 
it set out from Philadelphia to the 
new capital at Washington, travel- 
ing most of the way afoot, while 
its instruments ahd supplies were 
hauled in Conestoga wagons over 
deeply-rutted roads and dusty 
trails. The journey took two weeks. 

Arriving to the capital in July, 
1800, the band gS>e its first con- 
cert a few weeks later. In Decem- 
ber of that year the tiny band 
could muster no more than two 
oboes, two clarinets, two- French 
horns, a bassoon and a drum. 

At that time our capital was 
hardly more than a sprawling 
group of log cabins to a wilder- 
ness. Today it is one of the show 
cities of America, while the band 
of sixty-seven musicians is the 
equal of any musical organization 
of its kind in the nation. 

Thomas Jefferson, often called 
the godfather of the band, heard 
and appreciated its music. Its pre- 
sent leader is Captain William F. 
Santelmann, U. S. M C. 

The band has played at scores 
of official functions. Beaus and 
belles of a bygone era- danced to 
its stately minuets. White House 
seddtogs-have-heen enlivened by 
its presence. 

On more solemn occasions it 
played a final requiem for Presi- 
dents Harrison, Taylor, Garfield, 
McKinley and Harding. Today its 
versatile musicians are able to per- 
form either as a band or as a 
symphony orchestra. The band 
has written its own harmonious 
page in the musical history of the 

country.

Q. I wish to change the color 
and texture of an existing stucco 
wall by applying a new stucco 
coat. The present stucco is in good 
condition. Should any treatment 
be given the wall before applying 
the new stucco? 

A. Wet the existing stucco and 
then clean with a solution of one 
part muriatic acid and six parts 
water. The surface should be 
washed thoroughly to remove all 
traces of the acid and then allow. 
ed to dry. Moisten again prior to 
applying the new coat. If the ex- 
isting stucco is smooth it will be 
necessary to apply two coats, 
dashing on the first coat to estab- 
lish bond.

Because most American families 
receive their income in small, peri- 
odic installments, the old home, 
financing system, predicated on 
the theory that families would be 
able to accumulate lump sums of 
money to repay their mortgage In. 
debtedness, is entirely out of line 
(with modern conditions, accord- 
ing to Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator Abner H. Ferguson. 

The old short-term high-interest 
rate renewable mortgage proved 
hazardous to home owners and 
mortgage lenders alike, he said, 
while the FHA plan has made it 
possible for families to purchase 
homes with small down payments 
and to repay their mortgage in- 
debtedness over periods running 
up to 25 years. 

Through measures designed by 
the FHA to encourage private 
lending institutions in making 
loans on low-cost homes, the op- 
portunities for families of moder- 
ate income to have a place of their 
own have been broadened even 
further, Mr. Ferguson added. 

In 1940, more than half of the 
single-family homes constructed 
under the FHA plan were valued 
at less than $5,000. This is an in- 
dication, Mr. Ferguson said, of the 
success of the FHA program in 
reaching families of modest in- 
comes through sound and liberal 
financing terms.

HOUSE FRONT GIVES 
FIRST IMPRESSION 



Battered and worn is an old day 
book that rests in the archives 
of the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvnaia, yet within its covers are 
some of the most dissimilar entries 
ever included in a single volume. 
Its pages reveal records of Mas- 
onic meetings, tavern bills, hard- 
ware accounts and data compris- 
ing the first log of the Marines. 

Flames of the Revolution had 
not yet begun to smolder in 1749, 
when a Quaker gentleman neatly 
inscribed in the leather-bound 
book the minutes of a Masonic 
meeting. For some six years there- 
after accounts of similar meetings 
were faithfully entered in the 
ledger ot Tun Tavern, formerly a 
riverside hostelry near the Dela- 
ware in old Philadelphia. 

But the Masons moved to new 
quarters in 1755, leaving their 
ledger behind. A score of years 
later when the Marines were 
drumming 'up recruits for the new 
Continental Navy, they made their 
rendezvous at the tavern, and the 
book was used to jot down the 
names and records of the newly- 
recruited sea soldiers. 

Almost as legible as when they 
were written the book reveals |he 
muster roll, pay roll and other re- 
cords of these early American 
Marines, the first of the entries 
beginning in 1776, and showing 
the various sums they were paid 
in pounds, shillings and pence. 

Soon after 1779 the Marines 
abandoned the book and the tav- 
ern proprietor found it handy to 
itemize the bar bills of his custom- 
ers, these accounts running up 
until 1786. Nearly fifty years later 
a hardware merchant used the ag- 
ing tome as a day book. 

After serving so many purposes 
the forgotten book lay in an attic 
for another half-century until it 
became the property of the His- 
torical Society in 1891.

Mr. Dey said. "The lesson is one 
that adults may well take to^heart, 
too." _, \ 

"The poster, showing a boy and 
girl holding an. umbrella high so 
as to see traffic on a rainy day, 
emphasizes the necessity for all 
those who use streets afoot to be 
particularly alert on rainy days 
when visibility is reduced. Acci- 
dent statistics showed that in 
1931, 12,300 pedestrians lost their 
lives and 260,000 were injured in 
traffic accidents during hours of 
darkness. Certainly a great num- 
ber of these occurred during rainy 
weather when the pedestrian, his 
view obscured by an umbrella or 
a high coat collar, failed to see an 
approaching car; or the motorist, 
with view reduced by a faulty 
windshield wiper, dirty windshield 
andWin on the side windows, fail- 
ed to see the person afoot. On such 
days, motorists need to reduce 
their driving speed, while walkers 
need to hold umbrellas high wher. 
crossing streets and be especially 
alert for approaching cars or turn- 
ing cars that might skid."

Game men believe that the de- 
crease in quail reported from some 
eastern counties may be due in 
some instances to a diminishing 
supply of quail food rather than 
to overshooting. 

The effect of using fire in game 
management work is a controver- 
sial question among wildlife ex- 
perts, it was said. Because of the 
tremendous damage done to soil, 
wildlife, and forests and other ve- 
getation by "wild fires", many con- 
servationists doubt that fire of any 
kind has a place in wildlife con- 
servation programs. On the other 
hand, experiments in some south- 
ern states seem to indicate that 
burning is the most economical 
way of opening up stands of dense 
vegetation and allowing more val- 
uable wildlife food plants to come 
in. 

Field biologists Donald J. Wool- 
ley and J. E. Thornton are now 
making a thorough inspection of 
the burning work that has been 
done in Georgia and will report on 
the advisability of setting up simi- 
lar experiments in Virginia. C. F.

In County 

The early Diagnosia^pampaign 
of the Virginia Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation in which the Princess Anne 
County Chapter of the Tuberculosis 
Association is taking an active part 
got under way the first of April all 
over the State of Virginia, as well 
as throughout the nation. 

This annual educational cam- 
paign is designed to inform all 
f roups and individuals of the dan- 
ers confronting them from tuber- 
culosis as a personal and a com- 
munity problem, and to emphasize 
the importance of early .diagnosis 
and proper treatment, of the dis- 
ease. The purpose of the campaign 
which is the fourteenth the Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis Association has 
participated in and which is spon- 
sored each spring by the National 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
affiliated State and local organiza- 
tions is to stress the correct, mod- 
ern method of diagnosis: the tuber- 
culin test and the chest X-ray. The 
slogan of this year's drive is "A 
good X-ray is your Doctor's best 
Aid in Discovering Early Tubercu- 
losis." 

"The 1941 campaign has added 
significance in view of the great 
emphasis being placed on national 
health as a big factor in national 
defense," says Miss Leslie Combs 

association. "We've traveled far in 
our fight against tuberculosis, but 
it is pointless to talk about vic- 
tories, because we're a long way 
from having the disease wiped out. 
When tuberculosis is still killing 
more persons between the ages of 
15 and 45 years than any other 
disease, why waste time emphasiz- 
ing that it has been forced from 
first to seventh place as a cause of 
death for the population as a 
whole."

THE GREAT RETREAT 

It probably violates the code of 
columnists for one to praise the 
other's wares. But John T. Flynn 
made a notable speech before the 
Economic Club of New York City 
the other day. It supports our re- 
cent discussion that our worst foes 
are domestic, not foreign. I am 
glad to give you his thought. 

"What we have here in America 
is not a great crusade to remake 
the world in our own image. What 
we have is a great and humiliating 
retreat. We have lost faith in our- 
selves. . . . We have surrendered 
to the despair of frustration. This 
episode we may well call the Great 
Retreat. 

"We did something that is as old 
as civilization. We did the thing 
that Pericles did in Greece and that 
Caesar and Augustus did in Rome, 
and we called it a New Deal. We 
substituted government borrowing 
and spending for the normal ener- 
gies of private enterprise and be- 
gan the fatal career of keeping a 
great nation afloat on a vast sea of 
government debt. We added a vast 
debt of 28 billions of dollars for the 
depression to the 16 billions we still 
owe for the last war. 

"We have pumped 31 billions of 
dollars into a continually disinteg- 
rating pump. 

"We have seen the most shock- 
ing corruption, the most scandalous 
exploitation of the people. There is 
something grotesque in 'our quix- 
otic proposals to carry democracy 
to all corners of the world with 
planes we have not got and with 
tanks we have not produced, when 
right here in America we are sur- 
rendering the government of states 
and their cities into the hands of 
criminals and gangsters. Never in 
our history has the public service 
been more debased. Never in our 
history has the practice of mass 
purchase of communities been on so 
bold and so extensive a scale. 

"The real trouble in Europe is 
not Hitler. It is these terrible so- 
cial diseases that have produced 
Hitler and that have produced not 
onjy one Hitler but many Hitlers. 
For there is a Hitler not only in 
Germany, but in Italy and in Spain 
and in Greece and in Turkey and 



in Russia. And now there will be 
a Hitler in France and before this 
terrible chapter is done, England, 
which has been more concerned 
with the problems of her national 
pride and her empire than with her 
democracy will have a Hitler too. 

"We have set up in Washington 
a government pursuing a contra- 
dictory and fantastic policy. I 
would not care if the forces at 
Washington were frankly socialist, 
putting together a socialistic re- 
gime. That at least would make 
sense, for there is a definite philos- 
ophy at the base of socialism. I 
think I could understand it even if 
it were communism, for that too 
has a well-defined structure of 
principles and administration. In- 
deed I think it would make sense 
if it were honestly fascist, for, 
brutal, forbidding, ugly, and re- 
volting as fascism may bejto bur 
American mind, it has nevertheless 
a fairly well understood and de- 
fined technique. But what we have 
is none of these things. It is neither 
socialism, communism, fascism nor 
capitalism. It is nothing. It is a 
hodgepodge of ancient devices sup- 
ported by one energy and one en- 
ergy alone — the ^ancient strategem 
of national debt— and, bewildered, 
stumbling, spendthrift, it is blun- 
dering into war and carrying you 
and all that you have and all that 
you cherish into war with it. 

"We are shouting brave shibbo- 
leths about liberty and democracy. 
They mean nothing. This whole 
episode is an escape— the escape 
of a puzzled and frustrated leader- 
ship away from one set of ills it 
does not understand and cannot 
deal with to another set of ills 
that it is not equipped to meet and 
that will in the end multiply the 
fundamental troubles from which 
we suffer. I repeat again — it is not 
a crusade for democracy. It is r, it 
a forward charge to bring freedom 
to other parts Of- the world. It is 
a blind and humiliating retreat. 
And before it is too late I summon 
you to halt in your flight, to stand, 
to come to your senses', to re-form 
your forces and to move again to

We must put directly into the arma- 
ment industry every pound of material and 
every hour of labor that can be employed 
usefully upon it. Then the remainder of our 
productive capacity, we should keep steadily 
at Work producing the ordinary things to 
eat, to wear, to amuse ourselves, that the 
American people are accustomed to have. To 
be effective for the defense effort, our sacri- 
fics must be made with discrimination. 

That is a sound formula. Manufacturers 
are following it today, in the case of individ- 
ual companies and also in whole industries. 
When there is conflict in the demand for 
skilled labor, defense requirements come 
first.

BRIGHTER SKIES FOR THE 
ALLIES 



(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 
If anyone had predicted three 
months ago that the end of March 
would find England and Greece in 
as strong a position as the one 
they now seem to occupy, he would 
have been pronounced an unrealistic 
wishful thinker of the first magni- 
tude. Yet Oflpe can deny that in 
almost ever^respect, the Allies are 
much better situated than most of 
as dared to hope, as 1941 dawned. 
Consider the following: 

(1) Italy has been virtually 
cleared up as a threat in the war, 
ana there is even the possibility 
that her mainland will be attacked 
from the north by Yugoslav forces. 
Certainly if the Yugoslavs enter 
the conflict, there is a good chance 
of throwing the Italians entirely 
out of Albania, and consolidating 
the Greek position there. 

THREE 

(2) Another important naval vic- 
tory seems to have just been 
achieved by the British over the 
remains of the Italian fleet in the 
Mediterranean, which should re- 
move the threat of a heavy and 
effective attack in that sea upon 
the British communication lines be- 
tween Greece and North Africa. 

The further decisive tri- 
umphs of the British in Africa, 
especially the capture of Cheren — 
achieved despite the necessity of 
storming peaks 6,000 feet high in 
equatorial heat of more than 100 
degrees in the shade — seems to as- 
sure the overrunning of Ethiopia, 
and the liquidation of all serious 
Axis threats on the Dark Continent 
within a matter of weeks. That 
should release large bodies of ad- 
ditional troops for the Balkan cam- 
paign. 

(4) Yugoslavia's demonstration 
not to be taken into the Axis, has 
changed the whole outlook in the 
Balkans from a last-ditch fight by 
British and Greek forces, facing a 
two-way thrust by the far more 
numerous Germans, to a compara- 
tively evenly balanced struggle, in 
which the Allies appear to enjoy a 
good fighting chance of holding off 
the attackers indefinitely.^' 

(5) Yugoslavia's repudiation of 
the Vienna pact at the very moment 
of Matsuoka's visit to Berlin, Snust 
have impressed that Oriental diplo- 
mat with the thought that the 
Nazis had sustained a great "loss 
of face" — considered a major ca- 
lamity in the Far East. If Hitler 
can't control a nation of 16,000,000 
people, when he has it almost sur- 
rounded, can he control Russia? 
The Nipponese may well be asking 
themselves those pertinent ques- 
tions. 

(6) The Axis has been unable to 
close the narrow Sicilian strait in 
the Mediterranean, to prevent 
British shipping from passing back 
and Torth, nor has it been able to 
dislodge the British from Malta. 
These two significant failures have 
been' registered by the German 
Stukas, in combination with the 
Italian navy and air force. 

(7) No less mean5ngful~th"a*n any - 
of these is the fact that the loss of 
British merchant tonnage for the 
third successive week seems to have- 
been far below the anticipated to- 
tals. The 148,000 tons admitted hy 
England to have gone down during 



the week ended March 3, is to be 
compared with much lower figures 
for the two succeeding weeks, and 
apparently for the week now end- 
ing, as well. The devastating spring 
assault on the British sealanes isn't 
getting up steam at the anticipated 
rate.

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This is the time of year that 
farmers participating in the Agri- 
cultural Conservation program 
plow or disk under as green 
manure good stands and good 
growth 6f crimson clover, vetch, 
Austrian winter pease, rye, winter 
oats, winter barley, or mixtures -of 
these crops to qualify for soil- 
building credit under the program, 
say AAA officials. 

Since many farmers commonly 
apply superphosphate to crimson 
clover, vetch and Austrian winter 
pease before turning them and 
therefore use the superphosphate 
as an approved soil-building prac- 
tice, it is very important that 
farmers remember that the phos- 
phate must be applied more than 
60 days before the crop is turned, 
so that two months or more of 
growth may be permitted. 
Questions on Phosphate 
Following are questions concern- 
ing the use of superphosphate 
under the conservation program 
on various soil-building erops, and 
the answers as provided by the 
state AAA office. 

1. Will credit be given for the 
application of superphosphate to 
perennial or biennial legumes 
(such as alfalfa, alsike clover, 
White Dutch clover, mammoth 
red and red clover, sweet clover), 
peronnial grasses (such as blue 
grass, red top, orchard grass, rye 
grass, timothy), or mixtures Of 
such legumes and grasses, which 
are turned under and are follow- 
ed by a soil-depleting crop prior to 
August 1, 1941? 

Credit will not be given for such 
application. However, if the super- 
phosphate is applied more than 60 
days before the crops are turned 
under, and the land is not planted 
to a soil-depleting crop before 
August 1, 1941, credit will be giv- 
en. 

2. Will credit be given for the 
application of superphosphate to 
lespedeza, either in the spring or 
summer, where it is likely that the 
lespedeza will be disked or turn- 
ing to allzv ai Last two months 
cf rrr.vth a:.er the phosphate is 
applied. 

3. Will credit be given for the 
application of superphosphate to 
eligible legumes and grasses when 
seeded and grown in connection 
with a soil-depleting crop? 

No. However, credit will be given 
under the 194 L program if the ap- 
plication is made after the soil- 
depleting crop has been harvested. 

4. Will credit be given for each 
separate seeding in cases where a 
legume, or peronnial grass, or 
mixture is seeded preceding or fol- 
lowing another legume, perennial 
grass, or mixture, on the sand land 
during the 1941 program year? 

No. Credit will not be given 
more than once under such condi- 
tions. However, if the county com- 
mittee approves, credit may be 
given for a replacement seeding 
on land where the first seeding 
made in accordance with good 
farming practices was tost because 
of adverse weatbeLconditions. 

5. How will a mixture of sorg- 
hum, millet, or Sudan grass, and 
cowpeas and soybeans harvested 
for hay, be classified? 

The acreage will be classified as 
soil-depleting if one-half or more 
of the growth harvested consists 
of sorghum, millet, or Sudan grass,. 
If more than one-half of the 
growth consists of soybeans or 
cowpeas the acreage will be con- 
sidered as non-depleting.

THE PUBLIC IS OPPOSED TO 
STRIKES 



A few weeks ago most strikes 
were too often only part of a 
mad race of two big unions for 
mote members and the national 
emergency furnished opportuni- 
ties to fight out old disputes for 
supremacy. Government and 
State officials engaged in watch- 
ful waiting. 

But the strike epidemic soon 
interfered with National Defense 
It apparently paralyzed the Nat- 
ional Labor Relations Board, 
thwarted the good intentions and 
efforts of Government concilia- 
tors, and began to wear down the 
patience of the President, Cong- 
gress and the American public. 

The sitdown strikes of a few 
years ago demonstrated that 
groups of workers with real or 
imaginary grievances didn't run 
risks when they took the law in 
their own hands. Unfortunately 
too many strike leaders seem to 
think they can make the old game 
work. Strikes in Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Pennsylvania, California, 
New Jersey, Michigan, Indiana, 
New York, Ohio and other parts 
of the country have been watched 
with disfavor by the public. The 
War Department has pointed out 
that in three months there had 
been idleness directly charageable 
to strikes amounting to more than 
1,059,791 man days and that the 
total ratio of idleness attributable 
to strikes was daily increasing. A 
report from the Office of Produc- 
tion Management to Congress 
shows that in 73 defense strikes 
32 strikes involved directly, or in 
part, union recognition. Mean- 
time, strikes ' ave Increased. 

The Presid nt recently appoint- 
ed a 11-member National Defense 
Mediation Board. Defiance arose 
in the strike regions when Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox and OPM 
Director Knudsen demanded im- 
mediate reopening of a plant that 
had been shut down 64 days. In 
the maentime a sort of smear 
campaign started against the Me- 
diation Board, and noisy challen- 
gers claimed that "it won't work." 
At this point the Secretary of 
Labor certified some of the dis- 
putes to the Mediation Board, and 
proposals were brought up in Con- 
gress to give the Board clear 
authority to end strikes. President 
Roosevelt indicated that workers 
should show cause before going on 
strike. Letters began to reach Sen- 
ators and Congressmen, and their 
contents backed up the Gallup 
Poll, which showed that nearly 
three-fourths of the public believ- 
ed certain labor leaders "were 
racketeering at the expense of 
their members and the public in 
general. 

The workers, themselves, have 
assumed the pose that they w^re 
merely "standing up for our side."

public, and that we are now going 
to work to combat their activities 
in various ways. Some experts 
firmly believe that as our aid-to- 
Britian reaches considerable pro- 
portions, German agents within 
this country will launch a great 
and widespread sabotage cam- 
paign against war materials factor 
ies, primarily the airplane plants. 
The bulk of neutral military au- 
thorities are convinced that Ger- 
many cannot win this war unless 
she is able to keep us from ade- 
quately supplying Britian with the 
instruments of offense and de- 
fense" she so sorely needs. 

It is too early yet to tell what 
success Britian may expect in get 
ting her ships through. At the 
moment, it is probable that Bri- 
ish. shipping losses have been just 
about equalized by replacements 
and seizures. But the sources of 
replacemnts are growing fewer. 
This country is starting rfltj big 
ship-building program, but it will 
be a long time before vessels in 
appreciable quantity are sliding 
down the ways. 

This spring may supply the ans- 
wer to the shipping question. It is 
knbwn that Germany has been 
building dozens of small submari- 
nes of the 200-ton class for oper- 
ation in British waters. The Ger- 
man naval men are placing much 
of their faith in these little under- 
water craft. Britian's shortage of 
destroyers — the only surface ships 
which have so far been really ef- 
fective in fighting subs-makes the 
problem doubly difficult for her. 
Hitler apparently believes that 
the U. S. Navy, if necessary, will 
be willing to convoy ships abroad, 
and many an observer here agrees. 
That is where Japan ec-nes-inr-So^ 
long as she makes perjpdic threats 
in the Southern Pacific, our naval 
strength must be concentrated in 
those waters. It is believed thaf 
if Japan actually makes an attack 
on Singapore or Hongkong or 
French Indo China or the Dutch 
East Indies, we will resist with 
force. In that case, England could 
expect, little help from us in get- 
ting supplies across the 3,000 
miles of water that lie between 
Ambrose Light and Folkstone 
Head.

WANT to make some money? 
You prohably have already 
land don't know about it.

!hem, even though that was fifteen 
'ears ago. The diamond market, 
iriie Howard end Sue Whitman in 
he March issue of Good Housekeep- 
ing Magazine, has skyrocketed, and 
you are apt to benefit from the high 
prices small diamonds are now 
fetching. 

Not all diamonds, the Whitmans 
will have you know, have increased - 
in value. Only the smaller stones 
ranging from 1, 3 to 1/500 of a 
carat, and known in the trade as 
"melee" diamonds are sought after. 
The reason, according to the auth- 
ors, is a world full of war. These 
small gems demand infinite and 
skilled cutting, and this mysterious 
trade has been almost completely

Commissioner Mapp held two 
other conferences in connection 
with oyster conservation. I. C. Bal- 
lard and Rufus Miles, all of Nor- 
folk, conferred with the Commis- 
sioner for a considerable length 
of time in a careful analysis of 
Chesapeake Bay oyster conditions. 
Mapp alse-neard the views of In- 
spectors L. H. Callis and C. L. 
Thompson, as to their outlook on 
the repletion program.

Here are 
some Easter recipes for those 
Easter appetites: 

Magic Rhubarb Sherbet 
fi cup (7% oz. can) sweetened 

condensed milk 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons melted butter 
1% cup slightly sweetened stewed 
fresh rhubarb 
2 egg whites 

Mix sweetened condensed milk, 
lemon juice, melted butter and 
stewed rhubarb. Chill. Beat egg 
whites until stiff but not dry. Fold 
Into chilled mixture. Freeze in 
freezing unit of refrigerator until 
half frozen. Scrape from freezing 
tray. Beat until smooth, but not 

until frozen. Serves 6. 

Baked Ham Hawaiian 
Bake ham according to manufac- 
turer's directions, but finish it off 
the Hawaiian way by glazing it 
with a sirup made from canned un- 
sweetened Hawaiian pineapple 
juice and honey, and serve It with 
a tangy pineapple juice — raisin 
sauce. 

To prepare the glaze, combine 
three-quarters cup canned unsweet- 
ened Hawaiian pineapple" ' juice; 
three-quarters cup strained honey, 
ami one-half teaspoon dry mustard, 
bring to a boil and continue boiling 
until sirup is thick and falls from 
spacn in thick drops. 

After the ham has been baited, 
remove from roaster to a clean 
sallow pan, skin and score. Spread 
Wkh sirup. Return to a hot oven 
(!5U° to 475° F.) for 15 to 20 
minutes or until surface of ham is 
goldcnbrov.n. Place ham in warm- 
fc.*? even while sauce is being 
prepr.reC

Pour drippings from pan in which 
ham was glazed into a saucepan. 
Skim fat off, if necessary. Add one 
tablespoon flour and stir until mix- 
ture ia smooth. Add one cup canned 
unsweetened Hawaiian pineapple 
juice. Bring to a boil, add one 
cup seeded raisins and simmer for 
10 minutes. 

Baked Fiah With Lemon 
Rub lemon juice over fish to be 
baked, covering the inside as well 
as outside. Salt and stuff or not as 
desired. Put i»~ well-greased pan, 
dot with butter and bake at moder- 
ate temperature until done (about 
12 minutes to the pound). Serve 
garnished with parsley and lemon 
slices or quarters. These should be 
large enough, and plentiful enough 
to provide ample juice for flavor. 
Fish steaks may be baked in simi- 
lar fashion. Rub both sides of 
steajLEith, 
or fried fish should be prepared by 
rubbing with lemon and served 
with lemon garnish.

Rattlesnakes bedecked the 
drums of the American Marines 
who were rallying recruits to fight 
in the Revolution. Sometimes 
these snakes were shown undulat- 
ing across *the striped flags of the 
period. • 

Occasionally they appeared coil- 
ed on a yellow banner or encircl- 
ing the trunk of a pine tree. Be- 
neath the coiled serpent was let- 
tered the ominous warning, "Don't 
tread on me!" 

Startled citizens of Philadelphia 
noted the odd device as the sea 
soldiers paraded the streets. Even 
Benjamin Franklin admitted he 
was puzzled by the insignia as the 
marine drummers thumped a stac- 
cato tattoo to the shrill accom- 
paniment of fifes. 

Just when and where the rattle- 
snake motif first won favor during 
the Revolution is somewhat of a 
mystery. The fact that the device 
appeared on early continental 
flags used in Virginia and on 
vessels of the South Carolina 
I Navy indicates that it was of 
southern origin. 

Colonel Gadsden, of South Caro- 
lina, was appointed a delegate to 
the Continental Congress late in 
1775 at just about the same time 
the rattlesnake device appeared on 
the drums of the Marines. Colonel 
Gadsden presented a flag of this 
type to Commodore Esek Hopkins; 
commanding the Continental 
Fleet ".jfc 

The rattlesnake flag, or one of 
similar design, was carried ashore 
by Marines and sailors who land- 
ed at New Providence in the Ba- 
hamas in March, 1776, on one ol 
our Navy's first expeditions. The 
flag's popularity -was-waning even 
before the Stars 'and Stripes was 
adopted in 1777.

• ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 

It has become obvious to almost 
everyone that labor is the Number 
1 problem in the defense drive. On 
April 5th, defense director KndH- 
sen said that 90 per cent of strikes 
must be eliminated or the defense 
program will fail. Wnder the best 
of conditions our arms program is 
not coming up to original hopes, 
and when strikes occur precious 
days and weeks are irretrievably 
lost. 

The waste occasioned by strikes 
was computed in one of General 
Johnson's late columns. According 
to him, during January, February 
and the first three weeks of March, 
the strike toll was 1,129,000 man- 
days. And that, as he further ob- 
served, does not tell the whole 
Btory. Many of the strikes took 
place in key factories, the result 
being that other factories could not 
get needed materials, so hundreds 
of thousands of [hair-days were lost 
elsewhere. 

Labor's excuse for strikes is that 
it is now getting its fair share of 
profits — that the industries which 
have been given war contracts are 
rolling up unprecedented gross rev- 
enues, and that the worker 'Should 
be paid substantially more, and be 
given other, non-monetary benefits 
in addition. This argument may be 
valid in some cases. Bttt, so far as 
most industries are concerned, gross 
profits are a poor gauge of net 
profits. The tax burden alone is 
taking. most of the increased earn- 
ings, and there can bo no doubt 
that taxes will be still higher in 
the years to come. Furthermore, 



the very pace of the drive is adding 
heavily" to industry's operating 
costs. You can carry on an opera- 
tion in the most economies! way 
when you have plenty of time — 
you must often take (he most ex- 
pensive way when the days are Hy- 
ing by and a deadline for delivery 
is at hand. The cost of most raw 
materials is an the rise. Lang ago, 
top government officials said that 
no one is going to get rich out of 
this war. That will be pretty large- 
ly true. Through taxation, the gov- 
ernment can control iand limit in- 
come just about as it pleases. 

A number of thoughtful friends 
of labor are of the opinion that the 
strikes arc, in a sense, suicidal — 
that they may alienate public good 
will to the extent that the immense 
gains made by labor during the 
past eight years may be lost. Every 
poll indicates that the public is

International Moralities 

I have this letter-: "You" say 
American foreign policy must be 
predicated on American interests 
alone. You say we should go to 
war or stay otft, make alliances or 
not, only to promote American in- 
terests. It seems to me your whole 
argument is materialistic. Don't 
you recognize that we have any 
moral responsibilities in foreign 
lands?" 

A fair question. I can under- 
stand how cold and selfish the his- 
toric policy of Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Monroe must appear to 
some of those who dream — and 
dream sincerely — of the brother- 
hood of man and the fatherhood of 
God in a warless world. 

It is a noble dream. Lofty aspi- 
ration has gone into its weaving. 
I would be the last to discourage 
its consummation. 

But the way the question is put, 
— that the government of the 
United States, as such, has moral 
duties in foreign lands — I deny it.. 
Moreover, I affirm that it is a dan- 
gerous doctrine. It can only rest 
on the assumption that Church and 
State should be united, not sepa- 
rated, and that the State exists to 
execute the will of the Church. 

After centuries of bitter experi- 
ence our warm-hearted but cool- 
headed forefathers rejected this as- 
sumption. They made their veto 
good by putting the Bill of Rights 
into the American Constitution. 
They knew, and knew well, that if 
the State exists to execute the will 
of the Church in foreign lands, you 
cannot escape its corollary. — that 
the State exists to execute the will 
of the Church at hoaie! And that 
is the end of religious freedom.

The much agitated and controversial ques- 
tion as to the requested resignation of Dean 
Hodges as head of the Norfolk Branch of the 
College of William and Mary has been for 
the past several weeks on the lips of the 
populace of Tidewater Virginia, and widely 
elucidated upon by the press.There have been 
innumerable opinions expressed as to the 
cause for the sudden action on the part of 
the President of the College other than those 
reasons assigned. It was anticipated that the 
entire matter would be thoroughly thrashed 
out and a final solution reached. In this an- 
ticipation many organziations and individual 
standing whole heartedly in sympathy with 
the Dean and his admitted actions journey- 
ed to Williamsburg to proffer resolutions and 
verbal expressions in his defense. 

After hours of waiting while the convened 
Board of Visitors deliberated in secret ses- 
sion it was announced that there would be 
no hearing as a satisfactory compromise had 
been reached. This compromise was conclud- 
ed without any presentation of argument 
from either side and, therefpj^jthe-real an4 
"com plete fa c ts were TTotrbrought out for the 
benefit of the public who are in reality the 
stockholders in the institution and are en- 
titled to know fully the details of the contro- 
versial question existing between two of 
their administrative servants. 

Apparently the compromise was reached 
that the parent college of William and Mary 
would disinherit its Norfolk child and V. P. 
I. would 1 adopt it on the condition that Dean 
Hodges would remain as its guardian. This 
may or may not be a satisfactory compro- 
mise. The mere fact that it is an agreeftble 
proposal to the two administrative heads 
does not justify the agreement. The public 
at large, or other words, the taxpayers who 
sustain these institutions involved are most 
interested and are in reality the one to be 
appeased. 

The Norfolk Branch of the William and 
Mary and V. P. I. College has attained some 
reputation of consequence during its short 
^existence. This reputation has spread afield 
among other institutions of learning and is 
recognized among them, for its achievmerit 
The withdrawal of the parent institution ami 
placing the same under the guidance of a- 
nother may prove to be most detrimental 
not only to the institution itself but those 
who have obtained scholastic credits there- 
from or expect to obtain credits therein. 

To the unknowing observer it appears that 
thisjnatt er of resi gnation is purely personal 
and the Board of Visitors have elected rather 
than to dispense of the services of either of 
the administrative heads to split the local 
college regardless of what detriment, it may 
cause or to be put in a position of making 
a decision. It is not believed that such a po- 
sition is fair to the public or the individuals 
involved.

'TAX AND SAVE'— It hasn't 
been officially proposed, but one of 
the more extraordinary super-tax 
plans being discussed in Washing- 
ton is a combination income-tax- 
and - forced - savings arrangement, 
somewhat similar to the 50 per 
center just adopted in Great 
Britain. In the case of an employe 
earning $50 a week, the government 
would take $10; half of it would be 
a gross income tax, and in return 
for the other $5 he'd get a $5 gov- 
ernment bond or similar security, 
to mature 10 years from the day 
the deduction is made. Those ad- 
vocating this plan — not for adoption 
right now, but probably eventually 
— say it would not only provide 
many billions for defense, and thus 
help us to "pay as we go," but 
would provide a useful supply of 
some-money-eVery-week for indi- 
viduals in the post-war period 
which is almost invariably marked 
by a depression.

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SUPPLY A DEMAND 

Many would-be economists of 
recent vintage would have us be- 
lieve that basic economic theories 
found to be correct in light of 
history are no longer of any prac- 
tical value. For 
example, if we 
are to believe 
some of the col- 
lege boys, fresh 
from their books, 
the old theory of 
supply and de- 
mand is no long- 
er effective and 
therefore should 
oe scrapped. 
They accept the 
economic theory that supply shoul . 
go on and, in fact, should be in- 
creased regardless of demand. 
They also believe that what can- 

"*^iot be absorbed Jpy natural de 
mand should be paid for by the 
government. Such ideas are la- 
belled "progressive" or "modern " 
The very practical idea of inter- 
play of supply and demand, as a 
phenomenon of progress, is called 
"conservative." 

Most of us old-fashioned folks 
can remember when grandmother 
had to have a Skinner satin dress.

There i; too much wheat, too 
miii h c in, vnd too much cotton 
foi' VuC market, Still, farmer after 
farrow continues raising one or 
more of those crops. The result is 
surptiu and low prices. Every time 
the market hits a new low, there 
is a hue and a cry for more and 
bigger government benefit. 

Today, the American Farmer is 
short 3,000,000,000 dollars of need- 
ed annual income. The govern- 
ment has been spending a billion 
each yeor in subsidy attempting to 
alleviate this shortage. The cause 
of this situation is the refusal of 
farmers to develop products of 
greater demand. 

Business men in the city cTfange 
their products so that the farmer 
is sold new things, year after year.

WHEN your supply of hot water 
gradually becomes inadequate, 
the collection of sediment in the 
plumbing system is indicated. Inva- 
riably such deposits pile up in the 
lowest pipe sections, primarily in the 
cellar connection between the tank 
and the heater. 

To re-establish normal flow, the 
clogged pipe or pipes must be dis- 
connected and flushed out. 

To avoid flooding the cellar as 
well as damage to the heating sys- 
tem the services of an experienced 
plumber are recommended. Plumb- 
ing repairs done other than by an 
expert may lead to future difficul- 
ties. 

Q.— Is surface preparation neces- 
sary before decorating natural stone 
siding and what paint is the best 
for the work? 

A^-Special surface treatment Is 
unnecessary. Simple sweeping or 
brushing should suffice to remove 
dirt, loose crust or other foreign 
matter, rendering stone suitable for 
painting.

PLANTING ASPARAGUS 

TOO FEW gardens have aspara- 
gus growing hi them. Now is a 
good time to plant it. It may be 
started with seed, but this is slow 
and troublesome. Best method is 
to buy good crowns with which to 
start. Place the rows to one side 
of the garden, because asparagus 
should last from 15 to 20 years or 
more, 
rjflake the rows 3 to 4 feet wide. 
A%>od method of planting is to dig 
a trench 15 to 18 inches wide and a 
foot deep, placing topsoil on one 
side of trench and subsoil on tha 
other. In bottom of trench put a 
layer of well-rotted manure about 
3 inches deep and mix along with 
it 2 pounds of high-grade complete 
fertilizer to each 25 to 30 feet of 
row. Cover this with a couple of 
inches of topsoil and set the crowns 
2 to 2'i: feet apart. Spread out the 
roots carefully and > cover the 
crowns with 2 to 3 inches of top- 
soil. As the crowns start to grow 
pull more soil to them until the 
trench is filled. Do not cut any the 
first year, and only lightly the 
second. — The Progressive Farmer.

Q. Where is the most convenient 
location for living-room electrical 
outlets used for portable lamps ? 

A. Suggesting the most conven- 
ient location for electrical outlets is 
difficult unless the contemplated 
furniture arrangements and avail - 
able vail spaces are known. In 
genera], it is preferable for outlets 
to be distributed through the room 
so that each lamp, in its desired 
position, will not be more than 6 
feet from an outlet. 

Usually, outlets Joc^ted in the 
center of wall spaces are the most 
serviceable. However, when it is 
known that large pieces of furni- 
ture, such as sofas and chests of 
drawers, are to be placed in the 
center of wall spaces, it is desirable 
to locate the outlets to one or either 
side of the center. Outlets will 
then be accessible without moving 
the furniture.

THROWING MEN OUT OF WORK 

The most unusual strike that has occurred since the passage of the 
National Defense legislation, broke loose the first week in April in the 
Ford, Motor plants in Michigan. These strikes were patterned after the 
"sit-downs" of 1917, and the same old CIO union used the same old 
methods that they employed to upset the automobile industry four 
years ago. 

There are 85,000 workers in the Ford factories in the Detroit area 
and about one-fourth of them seized the principal plant at midnight 
and shut down operations. They carried out pre-conceived strong-armed 
assaults that had all the appearance of sabotage. The following morn- 
ing the streets about the plant were .barricaded by several lines of 
automobiles, and the strikers were on hand armed with bars, rods and 
pieces of iron, threatening and attacking all employes who attempted 
to, return to work. The method seemed almost exactly like that carried 
out in France last year. The situation was regarded as sinister, even 
in the Detroit area, where there have been other bitter strikes. 

For a long time the CIO has threatened the Ford Company and 
has conducted a membership drive which was so unsuccessful that CIO 
did not ask the National Labor Relations Board to call an election for 
the purpose of choosing union representatives to engage in collective 
bargaining with the Ford concern. But it did follow that an Examiner 
of NLRB went to Detroit to look into the strike situation, and the CIO, 
realizing that its position was weak did not stick with the NLRB, but 
precipitated a strike. This strike created a lot of disorder, and a good 
tnany fights took place between the loyal Ford employes and the strong- 
armed rioters. Governor Van Wagoner made an effort to restore order. 
Federal Judge Tuttle issued a temporary injunction restraining 
the CIO automobile workers from interfering with the Ford workers in 
what the Court described as "a great emergency." The Judge held 
that "nothing short of armed force of the militia" seemed to be able 
to control the situation and prevent future trouble, and it wasn't many 
hours before the War Department in Washington and the different 
organizations in charge of National Defense became greatly concerned 
about the new situation. 

OUR BUSY PRESIDENT 
President Roosevelt told the world over the radio in his Florida 
broadcast to Jackson Day diners that he had to go fishing about twice 
a year to rest up from his White House job which requires about fifteen 
hours a day of his time. In the same speech he spoke of the emergency 
necessity of working over-time and this has caused speculation as to 
whether he meant to imply that the 40-hour week in defense industries 
should be abrogated at this~tirrie. 

- Everyone knows that most business executives work more than 

40 hours a week either at their homes or offices. The weekly hours 
were shortened and wage standards were raised for the definite purpose 
of giving employment to more 'workers and it was calculated that by 
cutting an average of about eight hours out of the working week with- 
out reducing the pay received for those forty-eight hours that there 
would be room in the United States for one-eighth more workers than 
under the old system. According to statistics that meant an increase 
of employment of between seven and eight million persons, theoretically 
that should have wiped out relief and unemployment. ^v^-

"fed up" with what it regards as 
labor racketeering. They indicate 
an overwhelming majority of citi- 
zens favor aome sort of forced 
mediation by government that will 
prevent strikes. As Raymond Clap- 
per, a columnist who certainly has 
never been anti-labor, recently 
wrote, "Don't think that thousands 
of families, into whose homes con- 
scription has reached, will not sup- 
port the Roosevelt Administration 
if it is driven to take the hard- 
boiled way. Mr. Roosevelt will have 
public sentiment fully behind him." 
This feeling is obviously shared 
m government circles. According 
to columnists Alsop and Kintner, 
"Such episodes as the Allis-Chal- 
mers strike have filled the Con- 
gress, the best of all reflectors of 
public opinion, with violent resent- 
ment. The demand for stron* 
neasures to deal with the labor 
situation would have produced re- 
mits long ago had not the House 
and Senate leaders struggled man- 
fully toehold their followers back. 
The demand will soon grow too 
pressing to be ignored." 

In short, unless labor "listens to 
reason," you can look forward to 
severe laws to control strikes. The 
'ate defiance of Secretary Knox 
and Commissioner Knudsen by a 
CIO leader in the Allis-Chalmers 
strike, was almost universally con- 
demned by the nation's press. And 
the threat of far more important 
strikes, in our most vital industries 
has caused some meaningful fist- 
clenching in Washington. 

As the President has said, profi- 
teering industry will also get short 
shrift. Government, through the 
priority system, can literally choke 
any business into submission. If 
worst comes to worst, he can use 
the power to commandeer. Labor

.The effects of the latest,strike 4n the Ford"' plants in the Detroit 
area^re deemed of great importance. About 120,000 wage workers 
were" thrown out of employment and the operations of between 8,000 
and 9,000 dealers hroughout the country have been seriously involved. 
7,000 suppliers throughout the country have been very seriously af- 
fected. It is estimated that the interruption of operations by the Ford 
Company has reached out and affected the jobs of individuals and 
families, totaling 1,000,000 persons. 

This mammoth industry was established by Henry Ford in 190.'?, 
and he was the first employer in the United States to pay the five dollar 
a day wage to his workers. During the World War he was appointed 
a member of the Wage Umpire Board by President Wilson. In a recent 
poll of public opinion by Fortune Magazine Henry Ford was voted to 
be American workers best employer. The public evidently still thinks 
so, as is evidenced by the letters of protest to Senators and Congress- 
men from all over the country against attempts to sabotage the Ford 
plant, thereby inflicting heavy losses on individuals and families, and 
seriously threatening^the National Defense plan.

Four Thousand Quail 
Released On Refuges 

Pour thousand bobwhite quail 
! from the State Game Farm are 
being releasedfon refuges through, 
out the state to furnish brood 
stock for next season's quail crop, 
it was announced, by Chester F. 
Phelps. Superintendent of Game 
Propagation for the Commission 
of Game and Inland Fisheries. 

These birds were withheld when 
releases were made last fall, it was 
said. Now they are being used to 
provide brood stock on refuges 
where surveys show that birds are 
not sufficiently abundant to pro- 
duce a surplus for hunters to take 
I next fall. 

The game surveys are made by 
Commission field biologists and 
game wardens, who^lso make ar- 
rangements for the leasing of the 
refuges from landowners. 

The refuges are leased for a 

period including not less than two 

j breeding seasons, Phelps said, and 

the landowners are encouraged 



and helped to plant food and cov- 
er and otherwise make the re- 
fuges and surrounding areas more 
attractive to birds. Brood stock is 
furnished when ifecessary. The 
surplus birds produced on the 
small refuges move "out and auto- 
matically restock the surrounding 
areas which are kept open to 
hunting.

A report covering the first five 
months- in which the State's law- 
requiring pre-marital tests ha* 
been operative, discloses evidence 
of syphilis in .6" per cent of the 
18,1128 whites and l.'j per cent of 
the 4,.'i2! Negroes examined. These 
figures were substantiated by a re- 
check test. 

It was emphasized by Dr. I. C. 
Rig-gin, Commissioner of Health, 
who released the figur.es, that these 
percentages are related to an age 
group in which a high incidence 
of syphilis would be expected. 
Moreover, tests .previously made orP 
groups chosen at random, in- 
volving a wider age group, indi- 
cated a percentage of 11 to 15 for 
Negroes and 2 to 5 for whites. 

From these figures the State De- 
partment of Health- believes that 
white persons who knew they Had 
syphilis were postponing marriage 
or taking treatment before exam- 
ination. 

Figures in the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics show that the number 
of' white. marriages, 17-412 in 1930, 
increased roughly' in proportion to 
the State's increase in population. 
In that year, however, white mar- 
riages increased 2,417. In IS'iS as 
more states on the eastern sea- 
board enacted pre-marital legisla- 
tion, the total rose to 26,225. The 
real influence of outside restric- 
tions on hasty marriages was felt 
in 1939. In that year the adoption 
by Maryland of a 48-hour waiting 
law resulted in Virginia becoming 
the rush-marriage center for the 
eastern states, a total of 42,002 
white marriages being recorded. 
The 43,438 Virginia marriages in 
1940 was due partly to the rush 
to beat the deadline of August 1, 
'the date Virginia's law became ef- 
fective, Dr. Riggin indicated. 

Meanwhile, the number of Negro 
marriages, which increased slightly 
and gradually from 1930 through 
1938, jumped from 7,952 that year 
to 10,716, in 1939, In that classifi- 
cation, the normal- had been less 
than 8,000. 

If marriages continue at the rate 
they were from August 1, 1940, to, 
December 31, 1940, the number of 
marriages for the first year of the 
law's operation would be approxi- 
mately 27,000 white and 5,200 
Negro, but the totals cannot be 
exactly anticipated, it was pointed 
out, because the months of most 
marriages remain to be counted 
and the effect of an increase in the 
number of marriages before Se- 
lective Service was adopted last fall 



Negro females, the percentage wag 
11.04, for white females .73, and 
for white males ,6 per cent. 

Nearly two-thirds of those- ex- 
amined, the figures showed, were 
in the age-group 20 to 30, where 
2.2 per cent of the" 14,580 examined 
were found to have evidences of 
syphilis. By age, tests on fewer 
persons, nevertheless indicative, 
showed 4.9 per cent, positive of the 
2,812 tested in the 31 to 40 group 
and the raine percentage of the 
570 examined in the over 51 years 
classification. 

The law requiring a pre-marital 
serological examination was passed 
by the Legislature ih the session 
of 1940.« This legislation, which 
does not call for a waiting period 
between the issuing of the license 
and the marriage ceremony, took 
the place of a requirement of 1918 
that both parties present to the 
clerk issuing the marriage license 
affidavits that they had no venereal 
disease. Under the new law^ sero- 



logical tests must be performed 
within 30 days prior to the marri- 
age by a laboratory connected with 
the State Health Department, with 
a laboratory connected with other 
state departments of -health, or one 
approved by the State Health Com-, 
missioner. 

If the tests show evidence of 
syphilis, in any case, the person in- 
volved can marry after agreeing to 
take treatments for syphilis. 

Records of the examinations have 
been indexed and mechanically tab- 
ulated on code cards by workers 
in the State Health Department. 
A report on the last 7 months of 
1940 will be forthcoming at later 
date, the Commissioner indicated.

COMMENTS AND 

RESIMESONWAK 

The attention of most people is 
now centered on the Balkans, 
where Germany and Britain are 
righting what may prove to be one 
of the decisive actions of the war. 
But in official circles, the profc. 
lem of the Atlantic remains up- 
permost in mind. Hitler cannot 
win the war unless he can con- 
quer the British Isles. American 
policy is to provide England with 
every possible weapon in an at- 
tempt to prevent that ominous 
possibility. And all of the weapons 
needed, with the exception of 
large bombers, must be transport- 
ed by ships across three thousand 
miles of blue water, much of 
which is infested with Nazi sub- 
marines and surface raiders. Even 
if we reduce German claims of 
Allied shipping destruction by one 
third to one-half, it is evident 
that the British merchant fleet is 
being rapidly cut down 



There are two possible solutions 
to this problem. One is for this 
country to build enough ships to 
offset British losses. But even if 
that could be done, which experts 
doubt, it would not stop the loss 
of tremendous amounts of mater- 
ial. A cannon or a fighting plane 
or a load of food which sinks be- 
neath the Atlantic inside a gaping 
hull, is of no service to* anyone. 
The solution remaining is to e- 
liminate the cause of destruction. 

This^as the theme of a re- 
cent and remarkable radio ad- 
dress by Rear Admiral Emory S. 
Land, chairman of the Maritime 
Commission. This was a speech of 
such importance that, according 
to an Associated Press writer, "it 
could hardly have been delivered 
on his own responsibility alone." 
Admiral Land said time may 
prove that combined American 
and British shipbuilding is unable 
to keep up with losses. The wiser 
course, he said, is not to pin hopes 
on providing sufficient replace- 
ments, but to stamp out Ger- 
many's submarines. By basing our 
shipping aid to England, he added 
"solely on supplying her with more 
and more and more ships, we are 
merely adding more fuel to the 
fire. Are there not a number of 
ways of solving this problem by 
attempting to put out a fire?" 

The between-the-lines reader 
will find a great deal of grave 
food for thought in this. In Wash 
ington today the feeling is that it 
will be but a matter of time, and

HOW BIG IS BAD? 

Senator Joe O'Mahoney's TNEC 
has had a reprieve to file its final 
report. Since it began in 1938 its 
main inquiry has been into the con- 
centration of economic power and 
the good or ill that conies from it. 
So far it has left a blurred picture 
on the public mind. Whether its 
final report can sharpen the focus 
will be the test of statesmanship. 

Confusion has come from brittle 
devotion to some preconceived ab- 
solute as to the virtue of smallness 
or the badness of bigness. Surely 
we have passed the time when we 
can say all bigness is bad. When 
railroad tracks Jirst connected. Mew 
YorlTanrf Chicago I am told a dozen 
companies each owned a few miles 
of track. If you shipped goods from 
one city to another and they were 
damaged en route you had a tough 
job to place responsibility. Train 
schedules we?e a nightmare. And 
so it went. Today a single company 
is- responsible the entire distance. 
Little companies have been swal- 
lowed up by one big one. I don't 
think we would willingly go back 
to the days of yore. 

It seems to me, we shtnild ex- 
amine this question of bigness, com- 



maintain costly but necessary de-i 
partments of research and experi- 
ment, the long purse of reserves 
that carry it over the Valleys of de- 
pression. If in such business all 
these , advantages.-^/ bigness over 
smallness are constantly passed on 
in a better product at a lower price, 
by a management that feels' its 
responsibility of trusteeship for 
owner, worker and consumer, then 
it would seem to be entitled to a 
favorable verdict in the court of 
public opinion. 

Paying full tribute, as we must, 
to the initiative, energy and cour-j 
age of the "little man", his final 
fate ^vill-probably— be^ determined" 
by the realities of economics, rather 
than by theories of law. Can he 
"deliver the goods" cheaper and 
better than the larger aggregation 
of capital? Does he have efficien- 
cies and economies , that over- 
balance those of his greater rival? 
Where does the large concern run 
into the law of diminishing eco- 
nomic returns ? At what point does 
its size begin to be a handicaps 
rather than a help? We know of 
the disease described by medical 
men as elephantiasis, — beef and fat 
in place of brain and thought. Is

kets, pistols, gunpowder, fireworks 
armor, swords hatchets, beads, 
toys, brandy, wine, beer, dogs,

The Sarah Constant sometimes 
termed the Susan Constant, a neat 
little ship of one hundred tons, 
and measuring some seventy-five 
feet from stem to stern, was the 
largest vessel of the fleet and had 
as her commander Captain Christ 
topher Newport, the ranking offi- 
cer of the expedition. 

The Godspeed, also known as 
the Goodspeed, was of only forty 
tons, and scarce larger than a 
launch of the present day.

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THE VIRGINIA BEACH BOULEVARD 



The past Sunday presented mute but most 
persuasive evidence as to what is to be ex- 
pected as to traffic conditions on the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard during the approach- 
ing season. The prevailing weather condi- 
tions were most conducive to bring forth 
motorists for a day's outing and thousands 
sought the Beach for their recreation. It has 
been customary for a large number of these 
people to make the circuit from Norfolk via 
the Virginia Beach Boulevard returning by 
the Shore Drive or vice versa. However, 
daring last week the road passing through 
Fort Story was closed under official Govern- 
mental order and as a result thereof there 
was a bottle neck of traffic on each end of 
the Fort. This condition created a very con- 
gested situation and figuratively speaking 
motorists were driving Jmmper to bumper 
and fender to fender and thereby causing 
most hazardous conditions on these highways. 
With this illustration before us we are 
safe in anticipating that the conditions<avill 
be far more serious when the real season of 
Virginia Beach reaches its peak. At the best 
these highways to the north and south of 
Virginia Beach have always been hazardous 
and many serious accidents have been con- 
tinuously occurring upon them. 

It has been known for many months that 
the Fort Story road would be closed for pub- 
lic use but no effort has been exerted Oh the 
part of the State Highway Department to 
arrange to meet this condition. After the 
official announcement of the order directing 
the closing of the road there was some evi- 
dence of interest shown on the part of the 
Highway Department and plans were sug- 
gested by the officials that a detour route be 
constructed leading from the Shore Drive 
at a point known as 3rd Street through the 
Great Neck Road and crossing the narrows. 
This project would necessitate the construc- 
tion of two draw bridges which is or has 
been directly contrary to the policy of the 
Highway Department. Subsequently a shorter 
and more direct route was suggested and 
some interest eminated from the Highway 
Department on the proposed route and^it was 
understood that it sengineers would immedi- 
ately make a survey and report on the feasi- 
bility. The War Department intimated al- 
though definitely committing itself that they 
would permit the Fort Story road to remain 
open on the condition that immediate con- 
struction was begun on the detour road and 
also lead those who were interested to be- 
lieve that there would be no objection for the 
construction of the said detour over proper- 
ties under Governmental control. 

Quite some time has elapsed and no reports 
have been made on the survey if there has 
been one. No application has been made to 
the War Department for permission to con- 
struct the road across its controlled property. 
In other words apparently the Highway De- 
partment; does not seem to be interested in 
taking any steps to alleviate what gives 
promise to be the most dangerous highway 
in the State of Virginia and one leading to 
one of its greatest assets as a summer resort 
To further complicate this congested sit 
uation the Highway Department has an 
nounced that it will begin construction on a 
overpass over the Virginian Railroad, but as 
the season approaches no steps have been 
taken towards the handling of the anticipated 
excess traffic during this construction work. 
Whereas all persons in this vicinity are 
most desirous of the construction of the 
overpass it is definitely felt that some con- 
sideration should be given to the businesa 
conditions of the locality. Climatic conditions 
in this area normally permit this type of 
construction throughout the entire year and 
there is no reason why the highways leading 
into Virginia Beach should be continuously 
obstructed with construction work year after 
year. Certainly greater consideration should 
be given by the Highway Department to the 
fact that Virginia Beach's one industry is 
seasonal and preparations be made in order 
that the highways leading to it chould be 
open to traffic during that short period. 

LIFE GUARD PATROL 



tary consideration the members of the Coun- 
cil were somewhat dubious as to what action 
they should take on the same. , 

Some years ago a group of local boys 
organized in conjunction with several of the 
hotels what was known as the -Beach Life) 
Guard Patrol through which these boys vol- 
unteered their services to adequately patrol 
the Beach as life guards in consideration 
that they be given the privilege of renting 
umbrellas, beach chairs and other beach ac 
cessories to which they looked to for the en 
tire renumeration for their services. This 
group has adequately and efficiently per- 
formed their part of the* contract and have 
an enviable record of not having lost a life 
in the past three years in spite of many haz- 
ardous conditions that have confronted them. 
In addition they have made considerable out- 
lay in equipment for rental purposes and 
which they now hold on hand. 

On the other hand the Town Council is 
always eager to seek any possible additional 
revenue for the Town coffers and, therefore, 
were naturally interested in any proposal 
which may enrich the same and under these 
circumstances gave serious consideration to 
the proposal. 

However, after considerable discussion it 
was decided to make an effort to determine 
if possible the public opinion on the proposal 
and therefore a mass meeting was called for 
an open discussion. 

At this meeting it seemed apparent the 
Town officials were in favor of the proposed 
franchise and that the public favored the 
continuation of the present system of patrol 
under more rigid regulations. 

The striking part of the discussion was 
that the official representation of the Town 
spoke only of the monetary return ; the rep- 
resentatives of the past patrol spoke only of 
the emoluments for their services and the 
hotel operators of their percentage of return 
To us these subjects were purely of a second- 
ary consideration. It seems that the crux of 
the whole debate is the efficiency of the serv 
ice given towards the prevention of loss of life 
and all monetary considerations should be 
disregarded. 

Virginia Beach has gained a renown repu- 
tation as being one of the most desirable and 
safest of bathing beaches on the Atlantic 
Seaboard and this has been largely due to the 
efficiency of our past Life Guard Organiza- 
tion. In addition to this every effort has been 
made in the past to avoid any attempt of 
commercializing the Beach proper and the 
boardwalk. It was generally understood that 
when the boardwalk was underwritten for 
construction that all commercialization would 
be prohibited and so far with the exception 
of the bicycle franchise this quasi-agreement 
has been lived up to. 

Even though the unanimous opinion of the 
public meeting was opposed to granting a 
franchise this does not prohibit the Council 
from taking such action as it may see fit. 
It is sincerely trusted that when the matter 
is brought before that body for official action 
that they will not look entirely to the mone- 
tary end such as was displayed at the last 
meeting and look more to the preservation 
of life giving due consideration to the ef- 
ficiency and reputation of the already tried 
service of the present organized patrol. Per- 
chance that a franchise be granted the. ef- 
ficiency would be unknown, their only guar- 
antee being a bond for the performance of a 
contract and not for efficiency. There ap- 
pears no reason to trade a known efficient 
force for an unknown quantity purely on a 
monetary basis.

speeches from May 1938 through 
February 1941; a blazing con- 
temporaneotts record of the pro- 
cession of decisive diplomatic and 
military actions of the war period 
which it covers, and an unforgett- 
able portrait of the mind and 
character of England's redoubt, 
able Prime Minister. 

These speeches reveal Churchill 
as a courageous realist who detest 
ed appeasement, and as an un- 
canny prophet whose powers of 
divination have been founded on 
a thorough comprehension of both 
the political and moral aspects of 
international events. For years his 
warning of the dangers to Eng- 
land and to democracy inherent 
in Nazism were ignored. Now we 
are able to see that the chronicle 
of recent events Is, virtually, the 
record of the exact fullnllment of 
the predictions made to his sleep- 
ing countrymen over a period of 
years. 

In his reports to the nation as 
Prime Minister, no mournful 
truths are hidden; but no words 
are spared when it is time to eel 
ebrate a victory. His hatred of 
Nazism and his love fore England 
are always in the forefront of his 
thinking. No few words can con- 
vey the power that issues from 
these speeches, nor the fiery ten- 
acity and the belligerent will 
which score the printed page as 
with strokes of flame. 

It is perhaps his eloquence, even 
more than his shrewd common 
sense or his capacity for quick and 
brilliant action— which will define 
his place in history as the symbol 
and cornerstone of a defiant Eng- 
land. Churchill speaks, as he 
writes, in stately, resounding 
phrases. There is a solemn dignity 
even in his lightest words; and of- 
ten a quality of irony, or a mer- 



s|terial, as the high-air content of 
rubber cushioning provides protec- 
tion against extremes of heat and 
cold which have plagued tank crews.

We walk among billions of dollars these 
days like Little Red Riding Hood in the for- 
est, lost, bewildered, and frequently a little 
frightened. But surely the best solution 
when you are astray in the deep woods and 
have lost your bearings is to pause for a mo- 
ment like the experienced woodsman and 
study the details of the situation. That's the 
first step in the direction of finding your way 
out into the open again. 

The Federal spending situation can be de- 
scribed with greater clarity than the actual 
program itself possesses. Here's the story in 
its main elements: __^____ — 

On the basis of the best estimates, during 
the coming fiscal year the national govern- 
ment will be spending about 22 billion dol- 
lars. Spending for military and naval pur- 
poses will be at the rate of more than a bil- 
lion dollars a month, or 15 billions in all. 
Non-military spending will probably continue 
to rise, and will consume the other seven bil- 
lion dollars. / 

Offsettrhg/revenue, it is said, will be only 
about nine billion dollars. On this basis, non- 
mihtary spending will absorb almost 80 per 
cent of federal revenues. 

Thus the problem is posed. We have plump 
ed for adequate defense, and the public is 
willing to pay for it. But coupled with this, 
the American people have the right to ex- 
pect an almost hairshirt economy in the reg- 
ular operations of government. Improved 
business conditions, a rising national income, 
should relieve some of the pressure of "emer- 
gency" spending, so roundly advocated in 
previous "bad times." More of federal reven- 
ues will be need to help pay the big defense 
bill. * 

Little Red Riding Hood, the American pub 
lie, can reasonably demand of her elected 
guardians, the Congress and officials of our 
Government, that the elementary safeguard 
of placing a rein on, civil expenditures should 
be observed. If something of the sort is not 
done, the Big Bad Wolf of inflation and fiscal 
uncertainty is likely to put in his unwelcome 
appearance.

The British admit the loss of 
500,000 tons of ships in the month 
of March, which indicates that the 
Germans are sinking vessels at the 
rate of 6,000,000 tons a year. 

What this means can be realized 
when we consider the 1,150 mer- 
chant ships that make up the 7,- 
100,000 tons of the American sea- 
going merchant marine. It can be 
understood when we realize that 
the British merchant fleet, largest 
in the world when the war began, 
consisted of 10,000,000 tons. 

Up to this time it is estimated 
that the Germans have already de- 
stroyed 6,000,000 tons. Some of this 
loss has been offset, so far as the 
British are concerned, "by the ac- 
quisition of the fleets of other na- 
tions but it is evident that the 
shipping problem will become acute 
long before the United States can 
construct .an emergency fleet of 
sufficient proportions to guarantee 
the "bridge of ships" across the 
Atlantic. 

We have not been able to secure 
an accurate picture of the ship- 
building program in the United 
States. Chairman Land, of the 
Maritime Commission, says that the 
country is building 332 ships, total- 
ing 1;700.000 tons in the 43 ship- 
building plants. All of these vessels 
will be completed by the summer 
of 1942. 

The British are building, in this 
country, 60 vessels but we are not 
advised whether they are included 
in the figures given out by Chair- 
man Land. In addition, under the

gered by whatever devilment the 
elements might concoct. At times, 
those men have gone "out there" in 
pitifully small boats manned with • 
nothing but the brawn of mighty 
arms and oaken oars. Often times, 
those men did not return from their 
errand of mercy; their wives, 
mothers and sweethearts were left 
waiting forever along the empty 
wastes of sand and water for some- 
one who left only a memory. 

As the wars of the world reached 
our shores, those men still carried 
on their fine tradition of heroism 
and courage. When the small boats 
returned from a routine bat dan- 
gerous patrol, they often had to re- 
turn to sea again on a mission of 
mercy against the time-honored en- 
emy, the elements. Both wartime 
and peacetime duties were carried 
on under stress of adverse condi- 
tions. Those men served, motivated 
by a compelling desire to carry on 
in spite of everything: their duty — 
that of serving humanity in dis- 
tress. 

Records of these famous men can 
be seen by consulting the proper 
records. We know what they did 
during the last great war in which 
we were involved. Bands and cheers 
did not greet their deeds. Instead 
they were immortalized by having 
their names remembered by a great 
people who measured their men by 
the good and great deeds they had 
done for humanity, instead of by 
the gains they had made by wrest- 
ing the rights from the weaker 
people of the world! 

Down through the years the 
Coast Guard Service has had an 
emblem, a fine emblem, too. Men in 
all branches of the Service have 
upheld that emblem and motto with 
a string of fine deeds which have 
only been part of our duty to our 
country and to humanity. It ex- 
tends so far as to uphold the liber- 
ties and rights of. the people of this 
nation as described in the Consti- 
tution. Now as the time again 
seems near to protect those ideals, 
and when the time does come for 
the call to arms, we, the Surfmen 
of the United States Coast Guard, 
will be prepared and ready to up- 
hold our part of that fine emblem, 
and motto — Semper Paratus.

Istarvation.

-diers in Rome and bragged about 
'his army; but when he sent it to 
Africa, loaded down with guns and 
tammunition, he learned again the 
>great lesson often repeated in his- 
tory: no army is greater than its 
food supply. Much of the failure 
ot the Italian effort in Africa was 
•due to poor and inadequate food 
France has been forced to strike 
out for food. The heavy popula- 
tion shift from occupied to unoc- 
cupied France has ^intensified the 
food difficulties off tfiat country 
Both Britain and the United States 
should give the French situation 
serious study, for the attitude of 
the people of unoccupied France is 
extremely important to future wai 
strategy. 

r # The ability to keep Spain from 
-joining the Axis has been predi- 
cated largely on the fact that 
Spain is poor and hungry. The 
knowledge that food and financial 
aid can be best secured from the 
United States has kept Spain in a 
neutral corner. 4 

Germany is short of foods de- 
' spite taking a million pigs and two 
! hundred thousand cattle from oc- 
cupied Fiance. The Swiss paper 
i "Volksrecht" stated that 800,000 ( 
tons of wheat were removed to 
(Germany. Still Germany is short 
of food. It should be remembered 
J in this connection that the German; 
'people were on a sub-marginal, 
<liet when the war began. It was 
inpt a well fed people that took up 
the fight against Britain. It was a 
(people that had already felt the 
' ravages of food shortages. This 
fact is important because herein 
lies the great weakness of the Hit- 
ler effort— a poorly fed nation try- 
ing to support an army which is 
finding it increasingly difficult to 
secure adequate diet. 

Germany has looked to Italy for 
food, but the thin soil of Italy 
makes it difficult to produce 
enough food for its own require- 
ments, let alone attempt to help 
Germany in the present dilemma. 
Due to lack of foresight in pro- 
viding adequate food production 
within its own borders, the Brit- 
ish food situation is grim. Too 
long that country has neglected to 
grow its own food.. Some 200,000,- 
•000 bushels of wheat are needed. 
Only 12,000,000 acres were under 
cultivation at the outbreak of the 
war. About 5,000,000 ratore will 
be cultivated by 1942. 

Already the lack of vitamin food 
in fruits and vegetables is taking 
its toll. The diseases of food de- 
ficiency are creating great concern 
in England and though informa- 
tion is difficult to get, the same is 
probably true throughout Europe. 
The more acute the food prob- 
lem becomes in Europe, the greater 
becomes the strategical strength 
-of the United States. The food 
power of our nation will be a 
greater factor in the final outcome 
<of the world conflict than land 
power, sea power or air power. 
Moreover, food is a power equally 
effective in war or peace. There- 
fore, food produced by the Ameri- 
can farmer is the beacon that will 
guide the world through war, 
peace and reconstruction — with 
the final triumph of democracy for 
the peoples throughout the world. 



"Indicative of the improvement 
in farm living standards is the fact 
that the sale of automatic electric 
water systems has increased 436 
par cant in the last eight years," 
said Herbert C. Angater, secretary 
Electric Water Systems Council, at 
the annual convention of the Vir- 
ginia Associated Plumbing and 
Heating Contractors, at the Vir- 
ginia Hotel in Lynchburg, April 14. 

"Sales of electric water systems 
increased from 60,000 units in 1939 
to 268,494 units in 1940," Angster 
declared, and predicted that 1941 
sales would show a substantial 
gai n. 

"Reports f rom private power com- 
panies and the federal government 
show that the expansion of low 
tension lines in rural districts is 
being pushed with unprecedented 
speed, according to Angster. 

"Power lines are reaching out in 
every direction. Old lines are being 
improved and extended. New lines 
have been completed or are now 
being built into hundreds of locali- 
ties. 

"For the first time, thousands of 
homes and farms throughout the 
nation are enjoying electric service 
and the conveniences it provides 
but no matter how many conveni- 



every farmer knows the dread of 
fire breaking out on the farm. With 
running water at adequate pressure 
available, small fires that might 
have grown into disastrous con- 
flagrations can be immediately ex- 
tinguished. 

'ThTFHA insured modernisation 
loan plan enables the farmer to in- 
stall an electric water system with- 
out hardship to himself, by making 
small monthly payments. The loan 
covers everything from the drilling 
of a well or the digging of a cis- 
tern, to the pump and its installa- 
tion, the well pit, the necessary 
pipe, valves and fittings, the pneu- 
matic tank and controls and what- 
ever plumbing the farmer wishes 
to have installed,*' according to 
Angster. 1 -*- 

If she employs someone to help 
with the cooking or housework^ she 
justly expects e:icient work, and 
yet she may be lax in requiring the 
greatest efficiency from her electri- 
cal helper. 

In order to afford the utmost m 
service, the electric wiring layout 
should be carefully planned with 
due consideration of the essentials 
of a good system — safety, ade- 
quacy, and convenience. 

Code Conformance Ssfest 
To be safe, the wiring system 
should be installed in a manner and 
of materials which meet the ap- 
proval of the National Electrical 
Code. The size of wire used for 



cuiu are required for certain equip- 
ment such as ranges sad water and 
bathroom heaters. Most small ap- 
pliances may draw power from any 
convenience outlet. 

The housewife can demand a 24- 
hour day of the electric servant and 
receive "no complaints. Electrical 
energy is converted to mechanical 
energy by the electric motor, or less 
frequently, by a vibrator as in door- 
bells, buzzers, and some electric 
razors. In this manner mechanical 
energy for operating refrigerators, 
vacuum cleaners, blowers, oil burn- 
ers, automatic stokers, fans, food 
mixers, phonographs, and countless 
other conveniences and luxuries is 
obtained.

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The custom of serving meals out 
of doors in the Summer has in- 
creased considerably in popularity 
during the past few years. 

Many small homes now have 
porches or terraces located conven- 
ient to the kitchen. Dining under 
the stars or on an attractive porch 
is as convenient as dffiing inside, 
and much more pleasant 

Older homes which unfortunately 
do not have outdoor dining space 
may be provided with a terrace or 
porch wherever there is open space 
accessible from the kitchen. An 
addition of this kind need not be 
expensive and may be financed un- 
der the Modernization Credit Plan 
of the Federal Housing Adminis J 
tration. Funds for the work may 
be obtained from a qualified lend- 
ing institution. 

In planning outdoor dining space 
one of the essentials is privacy. 
Often a stockade fence or vines or 
shrubbery can provide sufficient 
screen. Trees are not essential but 
they will add beauty and make 
noonday luncheons more pleasant. 
Flagstones, brick, or concrete make 
ideal floors. 

French doors make a gracious 
entrance to the house and add to 
the attractiveness of the setting. 
Provision should also be made for 
providing the terrace with an elec^ 
trie outlet so' that lamps may be 
connected after dark. The electric 
outlet will also be found convenient 
for attaching heating appliances, 
such as grills and coffee makers, 
and at night for lamps which at- 
tract and kill bugs. 

Awnings, pergolas, or trellises 
may be added if the owner desires. 
It is generally fel t, however, that 
for the small home a simple dining 
terrace is preferable.

Q. What can I do to keep the 
bottom edge of a screen door from 
dragging on the threshold? The 
joints have become loosened so that 
the lower half of the door "sags. 

A. A metal rod equipped with a 
tumbuckle may be used to raise the 
bottom rail clear of the floor. One 
end of the rod should be fastened 
to the face of the door at the outer 
bottom corner, the other end as 
high up on the face of the vertical 
rail carrying the hinges as it will 
reach. When the two ends of the 
rod have been screwed on firmly,' 
the tumbuckle may be turned to 
shorten the rod, and thus ' lift the 
bottom rail. If the screen door is 
in very bad condition, it will be 
more satisfactory to purchase a 
new door. 



Q. In building a new garage, 
where should it be located? 

A. The garage should be located 
to provide easy access from street 
or alley as well as from the house 
itself. The attached or built-in ga- 
rage offers added convenience and 
permits the saving of open areas 
for other purposes. Whether at- 
tached or detached, the garage 
should be so related to the house in 
design and location as to form a 
pleasing part of a grouping of 
buildings.

SYNTHETIC RUBBER 

The emergency management divigion of National Defense announces 
that the- allocation of nearly one million pounds of neoprene will be set 
aside and distributed through Government orders to approximately 
250 companies to be used entirely for defense work. Neoprene is a 
synthetic rubber valuable in defense because of its chemical and physi- 
cal characteristics. Thus the threatened shortage of rubber is met by 
Dupont who discovered the process of neoprene and is the sole producer 
of that material. 

BAD BUSINESS 

Alligator shoes, dope to make hair grow, butternut coffee, prep- 
arations to make the teeth better, longer and stronger lottery schemes 
to sell merchandise, and claims that new materials are used instead of 
old cotton to stuff mattresses are samples of trickery merchandising 
that have been forbidden during the past few days by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

BAD FORESIGHT 

Statements from some of our high officials to the effect that gen- 
eral advances in prices of different materials are simply wrong. With 
regard to the situation in cotton textiles a defense officer observes 
** that price increases are not necessary and that the sort of speculation 
in prices of cotton goods "can bring about a disastrous price spiral." 
With all due respect to the high-priced authorities it may be observed 
that they permit their wishes for stability of prices to warp their 
judgment. 

PEACETIME TEAMWORK HELPS DEFENSE 

A finished automobile is a single unit, but the materials in its 
production and handling, when traced to their sources, will be found 
to come from every state in the union. In fact, one automobile manu- 
facturer, General Motors, deals with more than 1200 suppliers. 

Among other 'things, this illustrates what might be called the 
natural integration of American industry— how ordinary, day-to-day 
commercial relations serve to gear many independent businesses to- 
gether so that they function almost as a single machine in producing 
the nation's goods. « 

Parts and materials flow from sources all over the country on a 

— -schedule so precise tha t it seems almost to be timed to the progress 

of a car down the assembly line, promoting steady production, greatly 

reducing storage delays' and turning raw material into finished product 

in the very minimum of time. 

Here is demonstrated really the essence of American productivity- 
harmonious teamwork by agreement and understanding — a kind of 
teamwork which needs only opportunity to function freely to equip 
this nation for any task that may face it. 

It goes without saying, of course, that in the national defense 
program this whole system is a tremendous asset and that it stands 
ready to perform whatever is asked of it. 

A CHILLY SUBJECT 

After the United States signed an agreement with the Danish 
Minister to place the island 6f Greenland under the protection of the 
United States the Government of Denmark declined to recognize the 
validity of the treaty. Apparently the objections actually came from 
Berlin, and were based on the theory that while everything remains in 
the name of the King of Denmark, that Germany, nevertheless, holds 
the title. The Administration at Washington has ignored the objections 
and will insist, on protecting Greenland in the same way that the 
Western Hemisphere is protected by 'the Monroe Doctrine. 

Now, it seems fair to remind the King of Denmark that he deco- 
rated Doctor Frederick A. Cook as discoverer of the North Pole, and 
that the United States did not protest against the inference with our 
national honors; but we went ahead and recognized Admiral Peary as 
the real discoverer of the North Pole. We suggest that the King*of 
Denmark recognize the above facts and call the affairs a trade in 
grievances— and let it go at that. •* 

FLOWERS AND VEGETABLES . 

The flowers that bloom in the Spring have drawn the biggest 
crowds in history to see the Japanese cherry blossoms in the National 
Capital. The travelers and tourists have also wended their way to the 
magnificent gardens of Charleston, S. C, to see the flowers. ^Apple 
blossom festivals all the way from the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia 
to the Wenatehee Valley in Washington are Spring attractions, and 
so are the triumphant blooms of fruit and nut trees in California. 

There is a serious side this Spring in the, vegetable kingdom, due 
to the fact that the United States has received from "35^ to H) r 'r qf 
its seeds from abroad, and about the same volume of cabbage, radish, 
beet, onion, turnip and rutabaga seeds from European sources of supply. 
In the wihrlpool of foreign wars the United States must supply its 
own vegetable seeds, and prepare to produce surplus supplies of food 
for starving victims of bitter wars. This is a problem that is not being 
overlooked by government officials, and by public spirited and generous 
citizens, one of whom is Frank G. Cuthbevtson, a principal executive of 
the Ferry-Morse Seed Company. "While it is true that some vegetable 
seed items are in short supply," says Mr. Cuthbertson, he assures the 
public that "American producers will rise to the emergency and grow 
sufficient seed, providing, of course, they have no serious crop failures 
and the yield is good." He discounts all claim that foreign seeds are 
of better quality than American seeds and observes: "The principal 
reason for large imports of certain vegetable seeds which have reached 
, our markets in past years was entirely due to the lower prices quoted 
by European seed growers." 

Evidently there is somewhat of a jam in prosaic onion seeds due 
to the fact that American growers drew large supplies from Bermuda, 
Lisbon, and other parts of the world. American seed firms confidently 
declare that they can produce sufficient quantities of onion seeds from 
the 1941 crops. 

There is no joke 'to be found in the fact that this glorious old 
United States is short on spinach seed because we have been drawing 
90% of all our spinach seed from foreign countries. Mr. Cuthbertson 
recognizes the situation as a challenge to the seed industry, and he is 
stepping out for "national defense of spinach," and states this week 
that the acreage plan for 1941 in our country "will overcome any 
serious shortage, although higher prices will prevail for seeds." So 
much for the bad practice of the past in depending upon foreign spinach 
seeds. Naturally, it's time to "grow our own." 

"If . the publicity encourages inexperienced farmers or individuals 
to attempt the production of seed crops of unknown strains, varieties, 
or <raalities," warns the Ferry-Morse firm, "such items probably would 
be very difficult if not impossible to market." 

FBI WONT TELL 
J. Edgar Hoover, big.G-Man, shocked tl\e House Military Affairs 
Committee by refusing t$ appear before it and give testimony about 
subversive activities in matters relating to National Defense. But 
when Members of Congress were given TUt. Hooker's reasons for re- 
fusing to disclose the secrets of FBI, they admitted that his position 
was correct and that the disclosures he would have to make would 
"be fatal to the future usefulness" of the Bureau. The Congress and 
the press agreed that it would only muddy the water if Hoover told 
what he knew. Cops can't tell! 

THE NEXT FOUR MONTHS 
Seven hundred and eighty-four new factories for national defense 
are more than 60% completed according to a statement by William 
S. Knpdsen, Director General of OPM. In implementing his statement 
that he is sometimes "afraid that we haven't quite realized the serious- 
ness of the battle against time," Mr. Knudsen added: "The next four 
months might be crucial in the whole history of. the world and if we 
can only save part of a month in each four, it might mean everything 
in our future and the future of our children." 

FARM RELIEF 

, Another block of Illinois farms has been taken 'over for an am- 
monia oxidation plan, thus outdoing the motifi of turning farms into 
golf coutses, incidentally, as relief to tired farmers. Several thousand 
acres have been covered by a 48 million dollar Government defense 
project capable of producing a great many tons of explosives a day— 
wWi plenty of thoughts about using it on the Hitler .armies.

(Continued Train Page One) 
hundred four colonists were crowd 
ed. not including the crews. 

Interest in the event ran high in 
London. Prayers for the success 
of the expedition, the establish- 
ment of the colony, and the con- 
version of the Indians were offer- 
ed in many of the churches; the 
Bishop of London preached a ser- 
mon in old St. Paul's bearing on 
this attempt of the London Com- 
pany to plant an English colony 
in Virginia; and Michael Drayton 
an English poet of the day, wrote 
a farewell lyric to the adventur- 
ers. _____ 

An interested group of specTa^ 
tors gathered on the dock to 
watch the little fleet as it spread 
its white sails and moved quietly 
down the river, toward the sea. 
Rough and stormy weather, how- 
ever, overtook the tiny fleet and 
kept it bottled up in the English 
Channel for six long weeks, so 
that it was almost February be- 
fore it reached the open sea. Then 
trouble of a more serious nature 
overtook the little company; for 
hatred, envy, and jealousy ap- 
peared among its ranks. 

When the ships touched at the 
Canary Islands, Edward Maria 
Wingfleld claimed that Captain 
John Smith had planned to mur- 
der the entire council and have 
himself crowned King of Virginia; 
and despite the absurdity of the 
charge, this brave man, who was 
to be of incalcuable value to the 
colony in the near^ future, was 
placed in irons and kept a priso- 
ner during the remainder of the 
voyage. 

The weary voyagers next stop- 
ped at the Spanish West .Indies 
where they feasted upon tropical 
fruits; then steering northward 
the little fleet was. caught in a ter 
rifle storm oft Cape Hatteras and 
was driven completely from its 
course. 

I Cape Henry 1607 

On Sunday morning, April 26, 
the storm having ceased, the sun 
shone bright, and a scene of sur- 
passing beauty greeted the eyes 
of the travel-worn men aboard the 
three ships. Two great arms of 
land were stretched out to wel- 
come them; a sparkling body of 
water seemed to murmur, "Let me 
bear you safely ashore on my 
heaving bosom;-" and great towel- 
ing dunes of yellow sand looming 
up in the distance, appeared to 
beckon fhem on to explore their 
age-old secrets. 

One of the out-stretched arms 
the men named Cape Henry after 
the Prince of Wales, and the other 
Cape Charles, for the Duke .of 
York, then a little prihee just six 
years old. 

When Newport. Gosnold, Wing- 
Held and thirty other explorers set 
foot on the shining sands of 
Cape Henry that beautiful Sab- 
bath morn in April, the first chap- 
ter in our nation's history was be- 
gun. 

One eminent historian. Dr. W. 
H. T. Squires, in writing of the 
event says: "Not a man in all the 
world was aware that at Cape 
Henry, April 26, 1607, one of the 
greatest events of modern times 
had taken place. It is the most 
significant date in American his- 
tory, except perhaps 1492 and 
1776. 

On that first day ashore the 
men clambered over mighty sand 
dunes, and with the tang of the 
sea in their nostrels spent hours 
of delight amid the "faire med- 
dowss and godly tree" of the sur- 
rounding country. But as the even 
ing shadows gathered and the men 
turned their faces toward the 
shore to join their comrades on 
shipboard, they were suddenly at- 
tacked by a party of savages who, 
letting fly their deadly arrows, 
in both hands, and inflicted two 
wounded Captain Gabriel Archer 
wounds in the body of Matthew 
Morton, a sailor. Thus it was that 
at Cape Henry the colonists first 



snea cneir oiooa at me nanus oi 
the Indians. 

That night, according to direc- 
tions, the royal box was opened; 
the "Orders of instructions" con- 
tained therein were read; and the 
names of the councilors to govern 
Virginia were announced. 

Squirers, in his "Days of Yester 
Year," says: "With the breaking 
of the royal seal and the appoint- 
ment of the council the charter of 
Virginia automatically" came into 
force, and Virginia was born. It 
marked the birth of Virginia as a 
political .entity and by the same 
token the birth of American insti- 
tutions. It was the germ from 
which America has logically and 
consistently grown. The date also 

arks the beginning of the world 
wide spread of British thought, 
culture, trade, ideas, religionjus- 
tice." 

On Wednesday, the nine and 
twentieth day of April, the colon- 
ists gathered on the sands of 
Cape Henry, and under the guid- 
ance of the Rev. Robert Hunt held 
a simple religious service. Before

probably a short time at that, be- 
fore we are conveying British 
merchant shipping. Our virtual an 
nexation of Greenland for mili- 
tary purposes indicates the way 
the wind blows. Greenland offers 
potential naval and air bases to 
patrol and control a vast Atlantic 
area. Then, some think, it will 
not be much longer before our 
fighting craft, surface, undersea 
and air, may be used to ferret out 
and destroy U-boat supply and 
rest stations. As everyone knows, 
the British navy just isn't big e- 
nough to control all the seas 
whore British interests exist. It 
is no secret that British strate- 
gists are confident that we will 
help, as part of our all-out aid 
program. 

Big question is, how far can we 
go before Hitler declares war on 
us? No one but. Hitler himself can 
answer that. It is believed that 
Hitler would think -twice before 
foiving a state of war between the 
Reich and the U. G.. for the ob- 
vious reason that the war declar- 
ation would b? at once followed 
by Executive and Congressional 
acts to speed up our arms produc- 
tion to a point beyond thai pos- 
sible when we were at peace. 
Some even think that there could 
be actual shooting between U. S. 
and German ships without a com- 
plete severance of diplomatic re- 
lations. 

All of this, however, belongs in 
the rtalm of speculation, and the 
future will supply the answers. 
Next step is likely to be passage 
of a law under which the Presi- 
dent can buy and turn over to the 
British, the Axis "" and Danish 
ships recently seized under a little 
known 1917 statue making sabo- 
tage of any vessel in American 
waters a felony. The White House 
has been completely mum so far 
as talking about conveying is 
concerned, but almost all com- 
mentators-think it will come when 
the time is ripe. 

In the meantime, it is reported 
that considerable amounts- of 
goods are piling on New York 
wharves, for lack of bottoms to 
take them to England. That is the 
toughest problem the all-aid pro- 
gram faces at the moment.

Meyer Reports Shad Run on the 
Mattaponi and Pamunkey 
Inspector. J. T. Meyer, Supt. of 
Hatcheries, this week reported a 
good run of shad "Coming up the 
Mattaponi and Pamunkey."
